Local Hank". Hallways, and tho Hudson's 
Bay Co. 

The welcome and important announce- 
ment made in yesterday's Colonist, 
that the Canadian Pacific Railway Co. 
have decided to distribute a portion of 
the enormous surplus that they were 
known to have earned, suggests an ex 
animation into that and other large in 
stitutions in which we are somewhat 
closely interested. Some months since 
it. was seini-oliicially announced in the 

English Canadian Gazette that a sur- 
plus, after the paying of all fixed ex- 
penses, might be expected of $2,200,000, 
but the result actually beats the esti- 
mate which gloomy pessimists thought 
far too sanguine, for the actual surplus 
is $2,570,000, or i?.'i7(),000 more than 
was looked for. in the meantime the 
directors will not dig deeply into this 
profit, but will add only 1 percent, fortho 
half-year to the 1 .\ which is secured 
by tho Annuity which they bought 
from tho Dominion Government. It 
should be remembered, though intelli- 
gent people hardly need to be reminded, 
that this dividend of 2S per cent, for 
this half-year is actually at the rate of 
from 10 to II per cent, on the price the 
public paid for the shures when they 
were first sold. They were then offered 
in batches nt 45 to 60, just as the Com- 
pany wanted money, so the fixed divi- 
dend, secured by the bought Annuity, 
of ,') per cent., was really about C to 7 
per cent., and that dividend has been 
received all along by the shareholders, 
So an addition of 1 per cent, for the 
half-year, or 2 per cent, for the year, 
brings the rate of dividend up to 10 to 
11 per cent, for this half-year. The 
proposed increase of 2 per cent, per 
annum will take only §1,300,000 of the 
surplus, thus leaving (1,276,000 still to 
divide. 

The shares ot the C. P. R. stood at 
•I7A early in the year, but when it was 
seen from the monthly returns that the 

traffic was so enormous, and conse- 
quently the profits greater, the shares 
began to go up, and day by day, week 
by week, steadily, without sudden 
jumps, they have advanced to 73.J, 
which is an advance of 65 per cent. 
The CP. R. now operates i,li()l miles, 
and is consequently one of the very 
largest railways in the world, ami as its 
shares, at 7.'U, are at a premium of over 
lit) per cent, on the price originally paid 
for them by the shareholders, so nobody 

can afford to sneer at it us a bad invest- 
ment, 

A very different history has to he 
written of the Northern Pacific Kail- 
way, for its shares have been down, in 
1889, as low as 25 and up as high as 
.'flijj, and to-day they are 31. As the 
public paid $100 for the shares, it will 
be seen that they have this lust year 
been at a discount of "it per cent. And 
again, if a purchaser had bought at 
.'f(i^, the price of a few months ago, he 
would now be I-1A per cent, poorer than 
he was before. The company operates 
.'i,.'i!);i miles, or about one-fourth less 
than the ( '. 1'. R., and although it de- 
clared a dividend of 1 per cent, last 
year, no actual coin passed to the 
shareholders, but instead they got in- 
creased paper shares. 

The Grand I rank is worse, however, 
than the Northern Pacific, for it seldom 
pays u dividend and ils shares arc ut a 
discount of 89 per cent. During part 
of 188!) the shares stood at 12J, but for 
some time they have been II, BO that they 
have declined during the year 12 per 
cent. These railways then stand thus : 
The Canadian Pacific shares have ad- 
vanced 55 per cent., the Northern Paci- 
fic have declined 14} percent., and the 
Grand Trunk has declined 12 per cent. 

The Hudson's Buy Co. have just 
issued a report of a doubtful character, 
in which it is stated that the land sales 
are double of last year, hut we must 
wait a little for a declaration of divi- 
dend The capital of this gigantic com- 
pany is $6,600,000 divided into shares of 
$06 or £13 each. These shares are at a 
premium of 62 percent., being worth 
now $105 or £21. From 1882 to 1886 
the company paid hack $20 or £4 of the 
share capital to the shareholders, and 
although in 1887-8 it divided no divi- 
dend still it divided 5} per cent, in 
1888-Oj and under Letter management 
larger dividends are confidently ex- 
pected in the future. Sir Donald A. 
Smith is now the chairman, and much 
new blood has been infused 
into tho directorate, which how- 
ever, still remains in London. 

Passing from the ruilvrayH, ami tlio 
Hudson Hay Company, let us look at 
the banks which more immediately con- 
cern us, and first let us take the enter- 
prising institution which bears the 
name of our beautiful province.

The your that has juat closed lias been 
one of quiet progress. The world dur- 
ing its courao Una not boon startled by 
any very extraordinary events. There 
have been no wars, pcstilenoe bus not 
ravaged the nations, and funiiiio liaa not 
been heard of except in distant China. 
Although the year has been u year of 
peaee Europe bus appeared to bo on thu 
edgo of war. There was not a month 
of the twelve in which it was certain 
that the war for which the great powers 

hud been muking such preparations 

would not break out. Those prepara- 
tions have been continued throughout 
tbo year.

Even the peaceful American republic 
has been smitten by the contagion. It 
has been building war vessels and is pre- 
paring to build many more. The Triple 
Alliance, which is said to be a combina- 
tion in the interests of peace, baa con- 
tinued firm throughout the year. The 
Impression hits grown stronger that 
Grfiat Britain, if nut actual- 
ly a party to the treaty, ii 
virtually one of the members of the 
combination. It is something new U 
see a league composed of strong nations 
fully armed, the avowed purpose ol 
which is to secure the continuation ol 
peace. Whether the professions of Bis 
marok. and the leading statesmen of the 
other two nations are sincere or not it is 
seen that tbo war which for so long a 
time appeared imminent lias been 
averted. W'u also rind potentates who 
wero supposed not to be too friendly 
visiting each other and treating each 
other with elaborate courtesy. It was, 
for instance, supposed that the new Em 
peror of Germany was not very well (lis 
posed towards his English relatives, but 
wo find him visiting Great Britain, and 
when there being on the most cordial 
terms with his mother's family, and im- 
mediately on his return to his own coun- 
try showing the high esteem in which 
he held his Royal Grandmother by mak- 
ing her a Colonel of dragoons. On the 
whole the outlook on the last day of 
1889 wua more peaceful than it was at the 
oloae of 1888. 

Tho year has on the whole been a 
good one for Great Britain. Trade bus 
revived. Good times have come again, 
and the people seem to thoroughly enjoy 
the change for the better. Politics have 
been lively, but the excitement they have 
caused has not been intense. The I'arnell 
Commission has been doing its work 
pretty steadily, but since it was admit- 
ted that the letters on which tbo Times 
bused its principal personal charges 
against Parnell and his associate Home 
Rulers were forgeries, the interest in 
its proceedings has very greatly ubated. 
The suicide of I'igott and the testimony 
of LeCaron created sensations, and were 
the subjects of some brisk discussion 
in tho newspapers and in social circles, 
but now, in the last days of the old 
year, the whole subject seems to be 
well-nigh forgotten. The bye-elections 
created a stir. The Liberals ara greatly 
encouraged by their sucooases, bat the 
Unionists do not appear to be corres- 
pondingly disheartened. Both parties 
profesi to bo keen for the light, but 
thero is no indication that there will be 
an opportunity afforded them of trying 
their strength before the present parlia- 
ment dies a uatural death. What will 
take plaeo before then no one can even 
guess. 

The dock laborers' strike is one of the 
memorable events of the paat year. 
Strikes are by do means popular in 
Great Britain. They are discounten- 
anced by all except the working men, 
and latterly they have become less 
popular even amongst them. Many of 
thorn consider that there are other and 
better ways of accomplishing their pur- 
poses than by knocking off work and 
subjecting themselves to loss of wages 
and the suffering which such loss 
involves, But the strike of the 
dock laborers was in every way 
exceptional. Tho men were known 
to be insufficiently paid and it was 
generally believed that they were not 
well treated by those for whom they 
Worked. Their demand, too, was 
very moderate and it was preferred in a 
quiet, peaceable, but very pathetic 
way. The consequences were that the 
people of London, and, indeed, the 
whole of Great Britain, sympathized 
with the laborer, and men and women 
aided and encouraged the strikers who 
never believed that they could be in- 
duced under any circumstances to 
lend their countenance to a strike. 
Church dignitaries mid other men, too, 
ot high social standing undertook to act 
us mediators between the men and 
their employers and the consequence 
was that the strike was successful. 
The conduct of the men since hat; 
shown that they are not disposed to 
make a bail use of their victory. There 
are indications, too, that matters that 
have hitherto been considered outside 
the domain of Government will before 
very long become questions of public 
policy. Tho eight-hours agitation hot 
become important enough to demand 
^no'tf^ff^Hfei the British Premier, and 
W there are public moil who seriously be- 
■iteve that it is purl of the duty of 
Parliament to regulate the hours of 
labor. There are many who fear that 
the socialistic tendencies of the day 
will lend to evil; but we have groat 
fuitb In the common sense of tbo British 
people. There is, we think, littie 
four of their pushing a theory so fur as 
to produce mischievous results to so- 
ciety. But it la no use shutting our 
eyea to the fact that tho tendency of 
tho times is towards what bun hitherto 
been considered ns Socialism. Much 
that hu» happened during tho past year 



in Great Britain and elsewhere proves 
that this is the facte, 

The marriage of Princess Louise of 
Wales to tho Earl of Fife is one of the 
notable events . of the past year. Tho 
Prince of Wales is remarkable for bis 
strong common sense, and he has shown 
it in preferring to give his daughter in 
marriage to a British subject, who is in 
every way worthy of the high connec- 
tion, to allying her with some German 
princeling, whose only capital is bis 
blue blood, and whoso sole chance of 
bettering his condition is by marrying 
into some rich royal family. The Brit- 
ish public feel a hearty contempt for 
these German princes, and they grum- 
ble loudly when they see honors and 
emoluments showered upon one of them 
who has no other cluiui to distinction 
than that he is married to a member of 
the Royul Family. The Earl of Fife 
appears to he popular, and his ability to 
support a wife in a style becoming her 
position without sponging upon the 
British people, causes him to be gener- 
ally respected. Et is pleasant to be 
assured that the eldest son of the 
Prince of Wales is not in any way im- 
plicated in the dreadful West 
End scandal. It is important that 
the people of England should 
have reason to think well of 
the Prince, who, in all likelihood, will 
before very long be their king. The re- 
ports as to the health of the Prince of 
Wales himself are, to a certain extent, 
contradictory. All that is known is 
that his health is impaired. There is, 
too, reason to believe that the reports 
which were in circulation some little 
time ago were exaggerated. Her Ma- 
jesty the Queen, as far us is known, 
bears her years well, It is said that 
she is afflicted with rheumatism, but 
this, though a troublesome, is not a 
dangerous disease, The past year has 
been for her both in a national and a 
domestic sense, an enjoyable one. The 
country is prosperous, and she has no 
family difficulties that the world knows 
of. 

France has, during the past year, 
been fortunate. Roulanger, who, when 
the year was young, was popular and in 
.i position to nmke trouble, ia now in 
exile and quite discredited. None is so 
poor as to do him honor. It became 
quite evident that he does not possess 
sufficient ability to make good use of 
the position he occupied and the ad- 
vantages that were within his reach. 
The people would make a grout man of 
him whether ho would or not, but Bou- 
lunger lias failed to become great for the 
simple reason that the elements of great- 
ness were not in hi in. It is not likely 
that he will over have such another op- 
portunity. 

The elections were favorable to the 
Republic. In France republican in- 
stitutions appeared to be in a tottering 
condition. Many were declaring that 
the republic was u failure. But the 
elections showed that the people were 
prepared to give it another trial, and it 
does appear us if the politicians had 
learned a lesson in patriotism and that 
they are prepared to sacrifice something 
and to exercise some forbearance for the 
sake of their country. If they do this 
and give tbo country a stable govern- 
ment they will be doing their duty us 
citizens and conferring upon France a 
benefit of inestimable value. Although 
the government has gone on strengthen- 
ing the army and completing its orga- 
nization, there ia nothing heard of the 
policy of revenge. If revengeful feel- 
ings are still cherished they are nursed 
in secret. 

Germany's yoimi* Emperor docs not 
seem disposed to make a bad use of his 
power. Although the military spirit 
shows itself, be does not seem ambitions 
to play the part of warrior-king. He 
is on friendly terms with all his neigh- 
bors, and the round of visits that he 
has made indicates! that it is his desire 
to maintain these peaceful and cordial 
relations. There have been labor trou- 
bles in Germany, and Bismarck's fiscal 
policy does not appear to be an unquali- 
fied success. 

Russia has been i|uict. Its financial 
condition has improved, but the Em- 
peror does not seem inclined to hurry 
on bad times again by plunging his 
country into war. His subjects are 
feeling the benefit of the rest they have 
had and are beginning to turn thoir at- 
tention to industrial improvements. To 
stimulate this movement the govern- 
ment has instituted a policy of extreme 
protection. The question of the acqui- 
sition of the Balkan provinces remains 
for the present in abeyance. 

Italy has been quiet. The disagree- 
ment with the Pope has not besn ad- 
justed and the people are complaining 
sadly of the burdensome taxation. The 
government of Italy is too ambitions. It 
is trying to vie with larger and richer 
countries in the matter of war prepar- 
ations and has been living beyond its 
means, It will have to call a halt be- 
fore very long. 

On Ibis side of the Atlantic the 
United Slates has been pursuing the 
happy course of the nation which has no 
history. Nothing has happened there 
which will.atrike the future historians as 
worth mentioning. Still the sixty mil- 
lion of citizens have gone on enjoy- 
ing life more keenly and doing their 
their work more effectively than if the 
land resounded with the din of war, and 
if patriots niul heroes were making names 
ha- themselves that should nover die. 
Tho hum-drum wuy is not such a hud 
way of getting on after all. President 
Harrison has taken possession of the 
White House, It is lucky that much 
was not expected of him, for his per- 
formances, so fur, have, not been by any 
moans brilliant. He has been little 
else than an office-emptying and an 
office-filling machine. In this respect he 
has submissively obeyed the behests of 
his party. Its members were otliee 
hungry, and he has done llis boat to 
satisfy their appetite. Ho has not suc- 
ceeded. No President could. The 
office-seeking crowd are as numerous 

and as ravenous as ever. How to lessen 
the surplus is the problem which he has 
set himself to solve. But it can be seen 
by itls message that it is to him a most 
bewildering puzzle. To lessen the rev- 
enue without lowering the tariff appears 
to be more than mortal man can do. 
His 1 administration ia embarrassed by 
Its riches —riches taken from the peo- 
ple, the majority of whom are by no 
nouns too rich — but tho President, cvi- 
lently, can ace no way honestly and 
wisely to empty the continuously over- 
flowing treasury, or to keep the stroain 
of cash Mowing into it within reasonable 
tensions. Neither docs there seen, 
to bo any statesman in his party 
with ability enough or con race enough 
to help him out ot tiie difficulty, Tho 
Harrison Administration hears the 
brand of mediocrity very plainly 
stamped upon it, If it contains the 
man for the hour circumstances have 
not yet brought him into prominence. 

'trazil haa been making history in a 
quiet but very striking way. A good 
king lias been dabhtoricu without a blow 
being at rneb to prevent it, ami U some- 
thing which ia called a republic hue 



been put in his place. What the new 
Government will be no one acenui to 
know. Tbu revolution seems to have 
taken the B.-iuilians as much by llwi- 
prise as it has the rest of the world. 
What they will do when they come to 
realize what has happened it i> difficult 
to conjecture. Men, as the history of 
South America has'showu too m oil, can- 
not be transformed into genuine repub- 
licans in a day. And a republic with- 
out republicana is a very sad sight in- 
deed. There ia nothing to show that 
tho majority of thu inhabitants of Bra- 
zil are fit to exerciae tho powers and 
privileges of a free, self-governing peo- 
ple. Tho presumption is that they do 
not possess the intelligence and the self- 
restraint necessary to enable them to 
work institutions that are really re- 
publican, at all successfully. It would 
not surprise us to find that tho Brazil- 
ians hud exchanged a mild aud patriotic 
emperor for a succession of pa- 
triots that will be neither mild 
nor patriotic But their educa- 
tion us freemen has commenced, 
anil it haa been found that the disci- 
pline in the school of freedom is Some- 
times sharp and hard to bear. But the 
worst of it is that not every race of men 
possesses the qualities necessary to en- 
ible it to benefit by thu schooling. 
Liberty ia, we fear, very little more 
than a name in most of the South 
American republics. Will it bo any- 
thing inoro in Brazil 7 

Canada, like the United States, has 
pursued the even tenor of its way. 
There has been very little to disturb it 
from within or from without. Having 
no real trouble to worry them some 
restless Canadians have gone to work to 
make trouble. They have taken offense 
at the way in which the people of the 
province of Quebec have been managing 
their affairs, and are angry with the 
Federal Government for not interfering. 
They want Quebec affairs to be man- 
aged, not as the majority of the people 
of Quebec wish, but as the people of 
Ontario consider they ought to be man- 
at;ed. The Government has very pro- 
perly taken the ground that as the peo- 
ple of Quebec have the right under the 
constitution to conduct their domestic 
affairs as they see lit, it ia not fair or 
expedient for the other provinces to in- 
terfere, for that is wdiat disallowing pro- 
vincial laws that are strictly within the 
constitution means. Ontario would not 
allow Quebec to nullify its con- 
stitutional legislation, and why 
diould Quehoe bo required to sub- 
mit to ita legislation being nullified 
by Ontario'; Ordinarily, Ontario would 
not dream of meddling in the domestic 
affairs of Quebec, but there is an ele 
meat in this question which prevents its 
being coolly and fairly discussed by 
some people. That element ia religion. 
Let religion get mixed up in any politi- 
cal question, aud immediately quite a 
number of well-disposed and otherwise 
kindly persons become too excited to 
treat those who differ from them as they 
themselves would like to be treated. 
This is very unfortunate. Both On- 
tario and Quebec have become excited 
over this Jesuits' Eatate Act question, 
and an attempt baa been made to or- 
ganize what is called an "Equal Rights 
Party." That party has felt itself 
strong enough to try its mettle at the 
polls in Lamb ton; Ontario, and in 
Stanstead, Quebec. In both counties 
its succesa haa not been encouraging, 
but it is too much to hope that the agi- 
tation will immediately subside. It ia 
to be hoped that when men have had 
time to think of how little there is to 
be gained and bow much there is to be 
lost by denominational strife, they will 
do their best to keep religious ques- 
tions, so called, out of polities. Canada 
haa had a fair harvest, and the revenue 
returns show that its trade has in- 
creased. There are some wdio com- 
plain, who think that the country is 
not going ahead fast enough, and that 
the times generally are out of joint, 
but on the whole, Canadians are toler- 
ably well content, and it will have to 
tie admitted that they have not much 
reason to be otherwise. 

Last yeur has been a good one for 
British Columbia. The country has 
been prosperous. The crops have been 
good and the harvest of the sea has been 
much much more than usually abun- 
dant. The mining industry is pro- 
gressing, good work has been done and 
the prospect is cheering. The province 
is becoming better known abroad and 
the influx of strangers has been con- 
siderable and continuous. The next 
census will no doubt show that its 
population has very considerably in- 
creased. Tbo voters lists of Victoria, 
Westminster and Vancouver give us 
some idea of what that increase haa 
been. Something has been done during 
the year to let the world know what 
advantages this province holds out to 
the industrious and enterprising settler 
but not enough. British Columbia 
should be better advertised both in 
Eastern Canada and in Europe. Facta 
and figures to be found in other columns 
of this issue will give the reader some 
idea of the resources of the province 
anil of the progress which it has been 
making of late years. 

Owing to the death of the Hon. Alex. 
Davie, late Premier, and the Hon. 
Robert DuuSlriuir, late President of the 
Council, tho government of the pro- 
vince has been reorganized. The lion. 
John Robson undertook the task of 
forniine a new government. The Hon. 
Theodore Davie has taken the place of 

his lamented brother as Attorney-Gen- 
eral and the Hon. Charles E. I'noley 
late speaker of the Legislative Assembly, 
has been appointed President of the 
Council. The Hon. J. II. Turner and the 
Hon. F.G. Vernon retained their places at 
the Council Board. The election of Mr. 
Davie for Victoria and Mr. Smith for 
I.illooet show that the people of the 
province have determined to give the 

new Government a fair trial. The 

election of Mr. llasluin for Nanaiino 
and of Mr. Cunningham for New West- 
minster lead to the same conclusion. 
The acts of the new Government, as far 
as they have gone, show that its mem- 
bers are worthy of the confidence that 
has been placed in them. The Premier 
is indefatigable in the performance of 
his duties. He spares no labor to make 
himself acquainted with tbo wants of 
the different localities, and, to judge by 
bis past ucts, we have no doubt that he 
will be found to be both an able and a 
painstaking administrator. 

Death during the past year baa not 
been idle. He never is. He is, as far 
uk we short-sighted mortals can see, 

ruthless and undiscriminatiiig. lie takes 
those whom we think he ought to have 
spared, and paascs by many who, in our 
weak judgment, the world could do bet- 
ter without. But he does not work 
blindly or without guidance. From 
this little community have been taken 
many from whom those that are left 
parted moat unwillingly, and for 
whom they sorrowed long and sorely. 
The most prominent of these, and the 
most generally lamented, was tho Hon. 
Robert Dunsmulr. We feel like leaving 
out the "Hon." and writing of him 
aH wo knew him, one of the kind- 
liest and moat sympathetic of men, 
u warm friend, a helpful neighbor, 
and a good citizen. His millions did 
not spoil him. He was always, and to 
all men, plain aud unpretending ill hia 
manner, and he was as easy of approach 
to tho humblest as to the highest. He 
waa much more ready to suy a kind 
word than a harsh one, and ho found it 
more difficult to refuao a rerptest than 
to grant it. Ho was a man to like and 
to trust if ho were not worth a farthing. 
Great aB is the power of wealth in these 
day, Robert Duhsmujr's money did not 
make him as many friends aa iiiii good 
heart and his pleasant manner. It waa 
the man that was liltud and not the 
millionaire, "A man's u man for a' 
that." 

The death of the Hon. A. E. B. Da vie was 
not unexpected, but it waa not the 
lesa lamented. He waa one of the few 
men who take an active part in politics 
who make no ouomics. Kvsiy Utah in 
tho community, no mutter what bis poli- 
ties moor what part lis took in political 



contests, speaks highly of the late At- 
torney-General. 

When Mr. F. J. Barnard died Brit- 
ish Columbia lost a public-spirited citi- 
zen who had iloho much to develope the 
resources of the province and who hud 
won for himself the respect of the whole 
community - 

Hon. Justice Gray died full of years 
ind honors. His life had been a moat 
useful one. He had served tho Domin- 
ion in many capacities and in several 
provinces. 

New Westminster has bad to mourn 
tho loss of Mr. Robert Dickenson, who hud 
been ten times mayor of the city and 
wdio wits among the most respected of 
the pioneers of the province. 

Canada haa, during 188!), lost quite a 
number of prominent public men and 
eminent citizens. Among these were 
the Hon. J. H. Pope, Hon. B. Pardee, 
Hon. John Norquay, 0. ,1. llrydgea, 
Hon. Alex Morris, Professor G. Young, 
of Toronto, Rov. Dr. Williams, anil 
William Goodorhani. 

John Bright, England's great orator 
and one of her wiaeat statesmen, joined 
the great majority during tho year. 
Literature lost Robert Browning and 
Wilkie Collins — names familiar to every 
reader. Jefferson Davis, whom many 
will honor as a patriot and whom many 
more will execrate us a rebel, went, 
when the year was old, to where the 
wicked cease from troubling and the 
weary are at rest. 

VICTORIA'S PROGRESS. 

If human happiness can bo gauged 
by the measure of prosperity, the year 
that has just gone out must be regarded 
as the happiest Victoria has known 
since the day when the good brig Cad- 
bora landed her party of Hudson Bay 
Company's adventurers on the shores 
of the lovely harbor to which she after- 
wards gave a name. The prosperity of 
this people during the past twelve 
months was not special. It wua gen- 
eral. A single branch of trade or in- 
dustry wua not quickened with the 
throb of a now life. All interests have 
felt the gladsome effects which restored 
confidence and increasing population 
with growing wants have created. 
When, a twelvemonth ago, we 
met our readers with the sin- 
cere wish that 1889 would prove 
prosperous and joyous, we hardly 
dured hope that the young 
year held in its hands so 
much that waa good for this people. 
But the ink had scarcely dried on the 
page when an improvement became 
manifest. We are not at all super- 
stitious; nor do we belie vs in omens or 
signs. We would not hesitate to ait at 
dinner with thirteen guests, or refuse to 
go to sea on a Friday. But waa there 
no "bow of promise" in the winter of 
1888-9? — the lovelieat weather ever 
vouchsafed to man in any clime. Neither 
frost nor snow, and cloudless ski 
throughout the season. In the middle 
of the first month of the now year a 
change came for the better, and the 
improvement was continued in ever 
increasing proportions to tho present 
moment. Looking back over the yoar 
we are now persuaded that nothing 
short of a great national calamity— Hay 
a wasting war, a deadly pestilence or a 
sweeping financial panic — could have held 
Victoria back, (liven a natural order 
of things, and free from injurious 
internal or external influences, th 
could be no retrocession. The trade of 
the port, which embraces three-fourths 
in volume of that of the whole pro- 
vince, the pluck, enterprise, wealth and 
faith of the people, were tho factors 
w hich inspired those wdio predicted a 
sudden and rapid change for the better. 
We were prepared for ah advance, but 
not, for a leap that every interest 
represented here has taken. For 
years Victoria, had progressed slowly. 
Capital was timid. Rival towns bad 
drawn away investors. Confidence in 
real estate had fallen to u low ebb. 
Improvements were few and far be- 
tween. We now see that timid- 
ity and doubt were the off- 
spring of thoughtlessness; for if 
men had paused to reflect they would 
have understood that no city could con- 
tintio to transact a business so huge and 
profitable that all its merchants and 
manufacturers grew rich, without a 
favorable reaction. It is now recog 
nized that Victoria has elements of 
prosperity that few cities on the ('oast 
possess, She is the centre of tho social, 
political, and mercantile life of the 
British Pacific. Her climate runks 
with the finest and healthiest. Her 
geographical position commands tho 
commerce of an extensive coast line, as 
well as of the interior of the Mainland. 
Her mercantile establishments are 
amongst the soundeat in the Dominion. 
Her harbor ia the rendezvous of an ex- 
tensive sealing and fishing fleet. Her 
manufactories are numerous and varied 
Her homes are attractive and 
costly, and the Imperial Gov- 
ernment has shown confidence 
in her permanency and appreciation of 
her position by establishing a naval sta- 
tion with a dock yard and dry dock at 
E.squiinult. Is it, then, matter for 
wonderment that a rapid and radical 
change has suddenly taken place — a 
change so rapid that the town is ad 
vancing by "leaps and bounds," as Mr. 
Gladstone once remarked of the Brit 
ish revenue, and so radical that a largo 
portion of the town is being completely 
transformed. When we say that the 
growth of tho town for the twelve- 
month has been more than gratifying, 
we but utter it patent fact. The most 
sanguine would scarcely have ventured 
to predict that 360 dwellings would 
have been erected ami one million dol- 
lars expended within the city limits in 
188!). Vet carefully prepared statistics 
show that such was the case, and the 
supply has not met the demand. There 
is scarcely a presentable dwelling or an 
eligible shop or warehouse without an 
occupant. New premises are leaaed 
before tho workmen have applied the 
finishing touches, and the many new 
faces met on the atroets cause the 
pioneer to feel like a stranger in a 
strange land. 

Well, what is the outlook of 1890, 
across the threshbold of which we 
stepped at midnight! We have not tho 
slightest hesitation in predicting that it 
will be the busiest Victoria has ever 
experienced; that commerce will be 
increased; that real estate will continue 
to advance; that buildintrs of every de- 
scription will be in demand; that labor 
will find a ready market at remunera- 
tive rates, and that prosperity will be 
general, if not universal. All signs 
point to a continuance of the revival 
and a Happy New Vour.

With much gratification are wo ahle 
to record that trade and com- 
merce during the year just 
closed have been marked with un- 
precedented progress in almost evory 
branch, and it is a further source of 
satisfaction to note that while Vic- 
toria has not only hold her own in 
this respect, and indeed forged con- 
siderably ahead, this prosperity has 
been shared in by nearly every sec- 
tion of tho province. Our exports 
linvo largely exceeded tho«o of any 
previous year ill the history of British 
Columbia, and show a very resp»o»- 
able balance of trade in our favor. 
This is as wo all desire to have it, the 
prosperity of any country being 
necessarily gauged by the extent of 
the export trade it is able to carry on. 

Although we are unable to obtain 
complete statistics, there ii ovory 
reason to know that the import trade, 
also has been well maintained; busi- 
ness with Eastern Canadian points 
has been laiyuly ext. ndtd, and has 
opened up an outlet within the 
province for certain lines of Canadian 
manufactures and product*, hitherto 
imported from foreign markets — this 
will 1)3 more fully home out by the 
large increase which we observe ill the 
returns of inland revenue furnished 
by that department. 

Ah commercial paper has gener- 
ally been promptly met, the banks 
have not found it necessary to draw 
the purse strings too tightly, and the 
satisfactory condition of trade has, of 
course, brought about this ilesidtra- 
turn. Business failures have not bean 
numerous, and none, fortunately, of a 
serious character, To exeossive com- 
petition and trading on insufficient 
capital (Inn jfteu the cause) may be 
attributed nearly every case, and al- 
though Vancouver has had tho bulk 
of theso misfortunes, yet after all 
they are but the i xperienco of almost 
evrry town or city in itsuarlioit stage*, 
and generally r suit in a healthy 
weeding out of a most undesirable 
delimit in trade. 



To elaborate more fully on tho er- 
ports of the past year, those from our 
fishery r. sources must b placed at 
tho head of the list— a position nuvt-r 
before attain d. The ■ xtent of sal- 
mon canning during the 1/U..- s ason 
can bj b tter realist d by a perusal of 
the statistics we publish in our 
columns to-day, giving full details of 
the aggregate packs reaching Jfl^,S9J^ 
cases, valued at $J,2S8,017. The hulk 
of this large quantity was distri- 
buted from Victoria, including about 
liOO.OOO cases shipped by the salmon 
tloot direct to Great Britain, and hIbo 
by steamers to San Francisco for Aus- 
tralia, and by rail to Eastern Canadian 
points. The shipments of frozen sal- 
mon from Eraser river, and tho salted 
salmon packed on the different nvors, 
have also not been inconsiderable. 

On Eraser river the operations ex- 
ceeded those of any in tin history of 
Mi , industry, and tho cannors b ing 
fully < quipped for a full paok were 
fortunate in securing it. The can- 
ners on our northern rivers being less 
successful, although a fair oateh re- 
sulted. Tims,! who have borne the 
burden and heat of the day in the 
earlier period of this industry hav-< 
r aliz d tho more or less pr carious 
character of it, and it is ther. fore all 
th i more ch ering to find that the ef- 
forts of the past year hive been 
crowned with success in spitoof many 
drawbacks. The British Columbia 
Board of Trade some tilris since very 
properly directed the attention of tho 
Marine and Fisheries Department to 
the necessity of framing such rules 
and regulations for fishing on different 
riv rs of our coast with th* view of 
avoiding the in vitablo evil results of 
over fishing and securing a proper 
oImho BeaSOU, while g- n rally cons'rv- 
ing the interests nf thosi engaged in 
this most important industry. The 
oaiin -rs thenuelv." appreciating this 
have sent a deputation to the minis- 
ter, who, it is In lie hoped, will carry 
out the suggestion not utifrequ ntly 
in ido of paying a p irsonal viBit to 
til ) rivers during the fishing saaion. 
The Dominion Government will 
doubtless realize the desirability of 
fostering our fishery wealth by adopt- 
ing such regulations as will ensuro tho 
preservation of the rivers, while con- 
coding- fair latitude to the tanners. 

The sealing industry, which wo 
have advurto l to on many oooatioils 
during th J past, y.ar, owing to tho 
large local in crests involved, has em- 
ployed no h ss than 2*> schooners, 
manned by 225 whites and 300 In- 
dians and the estimated catch is 
placed at ov r 115, 000 skins, probab 
ly half of which were taken in tho 
Behring S a. The value of this pre- 
duct reaches $245,000, and but for th<< 
continued interference on tho part of 
th i Unit, d States Government 
and th i illegal seizures of ves- 
sels which wo have made from 
time to time, far more profitable re- 
sults might have accrued to the seal- 
ers. With tha New Year, however, 
let in renew tho hope that, tho long 
standing grievances of our sealing 
friends will bo amply redress, d. 
We are, to a great at. lit, confirm, d 
in this hope of an early adjust- 
ment, in view of the lively hit rest 
in the Behring Sen difficulty 
evinced by His Excellency th 
Governor-General during his lato 
visit to the capital of the province. 



Tho fur trado has been marked 
Jjy considerable buoyancy, owing 
to thu heavy advance ill prices which 
took place early in the year and con- 
siderable Hales of tho coast shipmonts 
(which, following the custom of many 
y ars past, have invariably b 'on cen- 
tred at this port) have taken place; 
k on competition for tho various lines 
in the market being entered into by 

tho representatives of leading Lon- 
don and New Y.irk houses, resident 
in Victoria. 



" Riches of tho Sea " are practical- 
ly untouched along our coast, and un- 
til our American cousins are prupar. d 
to sit down ata freebreakfast table thoy 
can only enjoy tho luxury of tho 
largo varietiM of our deep at a fish by 



paying into an already overfilled gov- 
ernment treasury a heavy duty for 
tho privilege. It is this barrier to a 
neighboring market, which retards 
the development of what would other- 
wise prove a very extensive, industry, 
furnishing profitable employment to a 
hardy and desirable class of immi- 
grants. 

Our coal doposits on Vancouver 
Island, which form such an import. nt 
factor in our export list and furnish 
an extensive field for labor, have been 
actively worked during 1880, al- 
though prices in our chiuf neighbor- 
ing market havo been somewhat do- 
pressed throughout tho year, which 
necessarily restricted tho output and 
prolita to a certain oxtent. However, 
close upon 450,000 tons havo been 
sent out of tho province during th ■ 
period under roviow and employing 
between throe and four hundred 
ships and steamers, and if we add 
another 100,000 tons for home con- 
sumption, i. o., for domestic purposes 
and bunker use on gtsaniois and 
cosstori, it will bo readily scon that 
our collieries rank high among our 
local industries. 

The anthracite deposits in the in- 
terior of the country in tho immediate 
visinity of the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way, aro now receiving attention, and 
it is fully believed that the time ii 
not far distant when regular ship- 
monts of the cuul will bo forthcoming. 

Speaking more particularly with re- 
tard to the coal output at the mines of 
Robert Duiumuir £ Sons, tho Van- 
oeuvor Coal Co. and tho East Welling- 
ton Colliery, the bulk of which is ab- 
sorbed in San Francisco, it, is a re- 
markable fact that favorably adapted 
as it is for domestic and steaming 
purposes, thero is no other coal pos- 
sassing these advantages upon the 
coast of our Ainerioann neighbors. It 
is therefore all the more difficult to 
realiso why our cousins a- the " City 
of the Golden Gate'' should be content 
to tax themselves to the tune of 
sevonty-tivo cents for every ton of an 
articlo which they value so much and 
which they must have. Coder such 
oircunistances it is readily soon 
tkat th* removul of such an impost 
would redound to their benefit in 
getting a cheaper arti.le and more 
of it. 

A short time since we intimated tho 
intentions of tho Esquimalt and Na- 
naimo Railway Co. of extending their 
dockage facilities in our harbor along 
tho westerly sido. This should prove 
of no small advantage to Victoria, as 
steamers Si d coasters will doubtless 
avail of tho opportunity and put in 
horo for their bunker requirements, 
and when arrangements are fully 
elected, for cargoes also. 

Tho precious minerals, which sooner 
or later must make British Columbia 
famous, are referred to ill another 
column, as are also the exports of bul- 
lion mado through Wells, Fargo & 
Co. 's express during the past year. 

The understanding which is said to 
have boon arrived at between the 
Dominion and Local Governments 
with respectto regulations for work ing 
tho richer minerals in the railway belt 
will be fully appreciated by the differ- 
ent companies and others engaged, or 
about to engage, in the pursuit of our 
hidden wealth. In tho Kootenay re- 
gion, especially where considerable 
work has beon already undertaken, 
wo look for extensive developments, 
encouraged, as thoy must bo, by pro- 
posed road and rail facilities, which 
thero is reason to believe will lie un- 
dertaken during the present year. 

OldCaribooalao will undoubtedly give 
a fresh account of herself and demon- 
strate to tho world that she is by no 
means " played out." 

It is in the development of our rich- 
er minerals that we look for a large 
and important contribution to British 
Columbia's lasting prosperity, and 
looking generally at the prospects in 
this connection (which certainly were 
never more favorable) we are of opin- 
ion that the result of the year's opera- 
tions at the close of 1800 will form no 
inconsiderable factor in the country's 
oxports. 

The shipments of lumber during the 
past year approximate some 32,000,- 
000 foot, valued at nearly half a mil- 
lion dollars, and about fifty ships 
having an aggregate tonnage o( some 
4U,000 tons, were employed. This in- 
dustry ins been fairly active, although 
sevoral of the leading mills shut 
down temporarily early in the 
seaBon during the progress of 
extensive additions to buildings, plant 
and modern machinery, (notably in 
the case of the Moodyvillo Sawmill at 
Burrard Inlet), and the ctipicity of 
theso establishments has been so en- 
larged that they are now in a bettor 
position to fill orders than heretofore. 

Wo aro glad also to note the largely I 
increased demand from eastern points 
for tho products of our mills, includ- 
ing flooring, windows, sashes, doors, 
Ac, tho quality of which is being 
rapidly appreciated. The future of 
thu industry cannot be otherwise than 
encouraging to our mill owners, i i 
view of tho large and valuable timber 
limits within tho province, a value In 
which is greatly enhanced by the fact 
that our neighbors across the border 
are exhausting their supply far more 
rapidly than we are on t his side. 

Doubtless, then, this has proved 
not unattractive to our illiportunl ac- 
quisitions to the lumber manufactur- 
ing industry during the past year; the 
huge milling establishments of the 
Ross McLaren & Co. now in progress 
on Eraser river and ut Port Moody, 
tho largo extensions of Mr. W, .1. 
Macaulay's interests at Choniainus 
and elsewhere on Vancouver Island, 
being not tho least among them. 

The convenient position, too, of 
Royal Roads for vessels engaged in 
the lumber trade has not been loHl 
sight of, and we are assured that the 
erection and equipment of an exten- 
sive sawmill in the vicinity of Esqui- 
malt will ere long assume practical 
shape. The advantages of such a posi- 
tion aro many, and wo feel confident 
that ship owners will not overlook 
thoin in realizing tho saving in time, 
towage, pilotage and many other in- 
cidentals in connection with employ- 
ment of thoir vessels in this trade. 



been made with the object of having it 
as a condition of the contract with 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Co. 
that the steamers should call at this 
port on their inward and outward 
passages. Although the strongest 
opposition has been put forward, the 
Railway Company have undertaken 
that tho steamers shall call inward 
and outward, conditional on suitable 
accommodation, which fortunately 
will bo provided in our outer harbor, 
whore docks and warehouses will bo 
proceeded witli during tho yoar. Con- 
Biding, however, that Victoria, by its 
largo contributions to the Dominion 
revenue, pays its proportion of the 
subsidy granted by tho government at 
Ottawa, we do not look upon this 
matter of steamer calling as one of 
favor, but one of right, and in spito 
of the many objections put forward 
against it, wo aro still of opinion that 
tho contract Bhould have embodied 
the condition pertaining to Victoria. 
However, tho Canadian Paoilic Rail- 
way Company will very soon realize 
that it will be as much in thoir own 
interests as those of this port, that 
regular connection should be made by 
theso steamers with the commercial 
capital of the province; It must not 
he forgotten too that our neighbors on 
Puget Sound aro alive to tho trado 
developments to bo gained between 
this coast and .Japan and China; and 
as they realize the necessity of subsi- 
dies in order to encourage steamship 
and mail services, thoy aro already 
petitioning congress for a consider- 
able grant for a proposed lino from 
Tacoma, Victoria can rest assured 
that such a fervico would not pass its 
doors, but rather seek to cultivate tho 
connection.

Freights for lumber vossoIb havo 
been well maintained throughout the 
year, and a steady demand for ships 
of this class still continues at. quota- 
tions favorable to owners. Freights 
from San Francisco and Portland to 
the United Kingdom havo fluctuated 
with tho changes that havo taken 
place in the grain markets of the old 
country, and as we write aro fully 
7s. 6d. per ton lower than at the be- 
giiinii g of tho yoar. In connection 
with freights, it is worthy of notico 
that Royal Roads, offour harbor, con- 
stitutes a very desirable point of call 
f ir vessels seeking freights, as ships can 
always procure from our loading ship- 
ping houses the best current employ- 
ment for thoir vessels, whothor it be 
for lumber, coal, grain or salmon, no 
expenses in the shape of towage, pilot- 
age or harbor dues being necessary. 

Freights from England havo ad- 
vanced materially, owing to tho sor- 
ious strikes among the dock laborers, 
(and, subsequently tho lightermen) ill 
London, and thoro is every iudica- 
cation of tho present rates of freight 
being maintained for some time 

henco. 



In this imperfect review of our 
commerce for 1889 it is espicially 
gratifying to note the healthy state of 
trade which has gen -rally prevailed, 
and those engaged in it have cause 
for congratulation in looking back up- 
on the old yoar, as one in which their 
operations have largely exceeded its 
predecessors, in volume and not 
results. Particularly has the P. rt of 
Victoria cause for rejoicing in this 
respect, maintaining as she has her 
c mm rcial supremacy with a largely 
increased trado. In theso days 
of railway ox elisions and develop- 
ments the advantageous geographical 
position of the Port is becoming 
daily more and more appreciated. 

To the enterprise of her merchan's, 
capitalists and manufacturers can the 
succ ss of Victoria bo attributed; 
and from the many indications 
around us of improvement in many 
directions, thero is with tho cheerful 
outlook of trade for tho Now Year 
every prospect beforo us, that an- 
oth r long stride of progress will bo 
accomplished before tho close of 1890. 



A glance at our shipping statistics 
will indicate an important volume of 
business during 1889. Tho entries 
inward and outward of steamers 
and cnaators havo increased, 
while tho direct English trade 
is more than fully maintained. The 
matter of preventing American Bteam- 
ors from bringing Canadian bonded 
goods to this port is bo fresh in the 
minds of our readers that it is unne- 
cessary to repeat it J suflico it to say 
that tho Dominion Government have 
been fully convinced that thu enforce- 
ment of suoh a regulation would ho 
altogether opposed to tho interests of 
Victoria, and thoy havo at length 
conceded tho demands of her mer- 
chants to revoke tho objectionable 
ordor.

From Ontario to tlie Pacific Coast -By 
Canoe, Buckbnard, Cayuso and on 
jf'oot— A Thrilling Experience. 

UY MR. JOHN JliSHOl'. 

During tho lato fifties much was 
said and written in what was then 
Canada West about tho plains of tho 
Saskatchewan and the valley of tho 
Athabasca, mixed up with far-away 
echoes of golden sands and almost 
fabulous wealth on tho banks of the 
romoto Frasor. Tho Dawson ami 
Hind exploring party had just re- 
turned from the Rod River country 
with the report that vast areas of 
open prairie existed west of Lako of 
tho Woods and Winnipeg, over which 
the H. B. 0. held undisputed sway, 
and which up to that dato it was gen- 
erally supposed could only bo reached 
via Hudson Bay and Nelson rivor. 
A START, 

In tho early spring of '59 an ad- 
venturer passed over tho partly bal- 
lasted Northern Railroad, from To- 
ronto to Collingwood, with knapsack, 
bowie-knife and revolver (the latter 
of which had a knack of exploding 
two or three chambers at a time, and 
was therefore soon condemned as 
somewhat unreliable, not to say dan- 
gerous), and took passage for Fort 
William on board a small iron steamer 
called the Rescue, on her first trip to 
tho head of Lake Superior, After 
tho vessel had raised the blockade at 
Bruce Mines by ploughing through 
two feet, more or less, of rotten ice 
in tho harbor, and leaving provisions 
for the half-starved population, he 
and five or six other passengers were 
landed on the ice not far from Thun- 
der capo, and from thence made their 
way with all their belongings to the ] 
mouth of tho Kaministiqua. Two or 
throo of those young fellows hailed | 
from Kingston, one from Belleville 
and one from Paris— all being bound 
for Eraser river, overland, which El 
Dorado some of tho party believed to 
bo only a few weoks travel westward. 
oiNoxnra. 

At Fort William a large birch bark 
canoe and provisions wore purchased, 
a half-breod guide and Indian steers- 
man engaged, and whon the ice left 
tho rivor, somo throo weeks after 
landing, a start was mado over the 
H. B. C. canoe route to Fort ( tarry. 
Ten days' hard paddling, portaging 
and tracking, the latter work in the 
ico-cold and booming Kaministiqua, 
brought the party to what was then 
called Big Dog Lake. A fow days 
more comparatively easy going carried 
them over the divide between Lakes 
Superior and Winnipeg, and, what 
whs a very serious matter in those 
days, to tho end, or nearly so, of the 
Fort William stock of bacon and Hour. 
Shortly afterwards, in making one of 
tho numerous portages between Lac 
dos Milles Luc and Rainy lake, a bag 
of peas was picked up which had evi- 
dently grown too heavy for some of 
the H. B. C. brigade that had gone 
ahead. This find proved a veritable 
godsend, and so long as bacon lasted 
mado a by no means despicable bill of 
fare. Afterwards, pea soup, straight, 
twice a day — a third meal could not 
be afforded — was a cuisine that can 
hardly be recommended as a perma- 
nency. All things, however, are saiil 
to havo an end, and so had the bag of 
peas by the time Fort Francis, at 
the outlet of Rainy lako, was reached. 

This Hudson's Pay Co.'s post was 
called 

HUNGRY HAH, 
And right woll it deserved the 
nr,nie, for not a pound of fish or flour, 
or potatoo, or anything elso eatable, 
coald be obtained. Down Rainy 
river, therefore, the party had to go, 
with an elongated visage and an 
"aching void" about tho stomachic 
region of each anatomy. Half-way 
down to the Lako of the Woods, a 
supply of sturgeon was purohased at 
an Indian encampment; but it was 
loon voted unanimously that pea 
soup straight, was far and away 
proforable to Rainy rivor sturgeon, 
with no etceteras. The only ono of 
tho party who reached British Colum- 
bia till somo years afterwards could 
not look at a Fraser sturgeon without 
loathing until the early seventies, 
whon, being at Langloy with nothing 
else to oat, he found out that the Pa- 
cific coast sturgeon boarB about the 
same resemblance to the Rainy or 
Red river article of that name as the 
delicious oulaohan at its best does to 
an Eastern stickleback. 

But to return. Nothing more 
toothionio oould be procured at Rat 
Pertage for either love or money, so 
that the rapids of Winnipeg river 
were run and the numerous portage's 
laado with no bottor fsro till camp 
was struck at Fort Alexander. Here 
a little welcome flour was added to the 
commissariat, and the canoe voyage 
ondsd a few days later, at Fort Garry, 
about the end of June. 

THK KIKsT STEAMBOAT. 

A few milos down Red river, tho 
first steamboat to reach tho fort was 
met on an excursion trip to the Stone 
Fort, whioh tho ontiro population of 
the Selkirk settlemont fr a rvildonan 
north lined tho banks and gasod with 
wonder and astonishment upon a 
steamboat for the first time in their 
uneventful and peaceful lives. 

At Fort Garry, Fraser rivor seemed 
infinitely further off than at thu 
mouth of t.ho Kaministiqua, and, with 
ono exception, all the party called a 
permanent halt. Tho exceptional 
adventurer purchased a:i old gray 
horse and a Red river cart and har- 
ness. Neither tho cart nor the har- 
ness oould boast of a particle of iron 
or other metal in thoir composition, 
yet this motley equipage traveled, 
with sundry repairs to the harness 
with buffalo thong and rawhide, fully 
a thousand miles to tho foothills of 
the Rockies, and thon would have 
rolled back again, for that matter, 
had it not been broken up t o make 
primitive pack saddles. 

OtV FOll THE MOUNTAINS. 

To get back from another digres- 
sion, a new start for tho West was 
made on August 1st, when the Belle- 
ville young man decided to share the 
fate of the ovorlandcr and thus made 
a party of two for tho trip over 
plains and mountains. To add to t.ho 
foolhardiness of this undertaking the 
Sioux Indian disaffection, which cul- 
minatod in a terrible massacre of set- 
tlers in Northern Minnesota the ft 
lowing year, was creating not a little 
uneasiness among the Red River 
people. However none of those red 
men of tho plains were oncouiitorod, 
and Fort Ellice was made in ton days 
with but the following episode worth 
rocording ; 

Ju.it after starting cut the senior 
member of the firm turned aside 
from the trail to visit a ranchman who 
hud nettled on White Horse Plains 



with tho understanding that tho cart 
Would bo caught up with early noxt 
morning. By Bonio means tho trail 
was struck ahead uf tho iatnping 
ground, and expecting to catch up 
with his companion at every turn, who 
was supposed to bo ahead, tho lonely 
pedestrian tramped oil and on till the 
shades of Saturday night closed in 
upon him. To add to the discomfort 
of the situation rain poured down in 
torrents, and minus food, blankets, a 
tire, or tho means of procuring one 
had fuel beon within roach, the 
myriads of mosquitoes had what might 
be called a good timo of it. Sunday 
morning came at length and tho hot 
sun soon repaired damages to tho 
outer man at least. On and on with 
nothing to eat till near noon, when a 
strawberry patch afforded somo relief 
to tho thirty-hour fast. South of this 
point, but two or three miles on tho 
other side of a narrow lake, along 
which thu traveller had been trudging 
for some timo and which .seemed to 
stretch far to tho wcBt, was a settler's 
house. A committee of one decided 
that that house must bo reached by 
fording and swimming this lako. Tho 
kind settlor soon corrected tho effects 
of long fasting and thou conducted 
his guest bacK to the Portage la 
Prairie trail without airain crossing 
water Soon a speck appeared on the 
eastern horizon which developed 
speedily into a " white horse " and I 
cart, and a satisfactory reunion. Each 
had thought the other behind, and 
both had concluded to go back to 
White Horse Plains on the following 
morning. 

PORTAGE LA PRAIRIE 
then consisted of a small mission 
house, with a fow Salteau Indians 
camping occasionally close by. The 
above-mentioned settlor was tho only 
one from White Morse Plains to this 
point, some forty-live miles. None of 
the now numerous cities, towns and 
settlements of Manitoba had an ex 
isteuce till more than a decade later. 

At Fort Ellice half a dozen Ameri- 
cana were met with, who started from 
St. Paul for the Pacific Coast, but 
found themselves eventually on tho 
Assineboine instead of the Yellow- 
stone. Thus a company of eight was 
formed, and instead of the original 
programme being carried out of inak- 
ui,' for Fort Edmonton it. was decided 
to strike west to the South Saskatche- 
wan, then follow up How and Belly 
rivers to tho Rockies and cross by 
what was called by an old 11. B. Co. 
factor named Herriot, the Boundary 
Pass. Thus unexpectedly reinforced, 
another start was made, and in about 
eight days travel buffalo were sighted 
traveling in the same direction. From 
this time on for live or six weoks, 
and over an area of probably 600 
miles, not a clear day passed without 
seeing from ten or a dozen to as many 
thousands or more of theso liublu 
animals. 

It was not then within the range of 
human probability that in less than a 
puarter of a century later scarcely 
one of these teeming millions would 
bo found either nortli or south of tho 
international boundary lino. 

In these buffalo ranges then ex- 
tending from 100 miles east of the 
Sascatchewan Elbow to beneath the 
shadow of the Rockies the question 
commissariat was never dis- 
cussed. Buffalo heifer formd the 
Htaple, with now and then a calf, 
varied with plenty of antelope. 
Vegetables were only a memory, a d 
the little Red River llourin stock was 
irelully stowed away with all that 
was left of pemmican for mountain 
provender. For a few weeks both 
man and beast lived literally and 
figuratively on the fat of the land. 
All had to walk from 15 to 30 miles, 
more or loss, per day, and occasional- 
ly before buffalo were sighted tho guns 
tinong the party would firing dpWn as 
many ducks, mud-hens and prairie 
thickens as would make a stew for all 
muds sufficient for Supper, breakfast 
and sometimes a snack lake i while en 
route next day. 

Vicious looking prairie wolves wore 
cIobo companions', and a dozen or 
more of thoin would take possession 
of a camp ground before the rear cart 
could get 100 yards away. On olio 
occasion two butlalos were killed 
about half a mile from camp in thu 
dusk of the evening and left with the 
intention of taking what was needed 
of thoin next morning. The dead 
miraahj, however, brought hundreds 
of those prairie scavengers from all 
points of tlio compass, and the pande- 
monium t hus created can scarcely be 
imagined. At daylight not an uu ce 
of flesh was to bo found, while 
thoroughly picked bones wore scat- 
tered over an acre or two of ground. 
Among these bones were the half 
devoured remains of several wolves 
that were killed in the frightful 
scramble for buffalo meat. 

SU MISHAP OCCURRED 

from attacks by the buffalo, either 
wounded or in defense of their calves, 
with one exception, when a bull 
charged down upon ono of tho men 
near the edge of a deep ravine. He 
saved himself by a tremendous jump 
of ever so many feet to a ledge on the 
opposite side. After looking over tho 
precipice the animal concluded not to 
follow and at once started after the 
herd. The hero bfj this adventure 
found it no joke to got back to the 
camp side ot the gulch. 

Two or three times south of the 
Bow or Belly, for the junction of 
these rivers was not observed, sand 
dunes were struck, which necessitated 
an immediate return to the river for 
water. On ono of these occasions 
night overtook the party after four- 
teen or fifteen hours travel with&ut a 
drop of water. One of tho men, a 
stalwart Missourian, in arranging his 
cart took hold of the mussle of a 
ritlo, which accidentally exploding, 
carried away all tho fleshy part of the 
right thumb, inside. The ball then 
wont, through thoneck, almost grazing 
the jugular vein anil passed out near 
the collar bone. His companions 
thought he was certainly killed; bu' 
the neck wound proved only a slight 
one, that of the hand being much 
more serious. Both wero bound up 
as quickly as possible; but not before 
bleeding and thirst had rendered tho 
poor fellow delirious. A little rain 
wal or caught in blankets, not of the 
cleanest, partially quenched his 
thirst. It goes without Baying that 
there was little or no sloop in camp 
that night. 

Before break of day a start was 
mado for the river with tho wounded 
man, Btill delirious, strapped down to 
a cart. Mid-afternoon men and horses 
wero in tho rivor and maddening 
thirst was alleviated. In two or three 
days the man. got bottor, but in the 

meantime his sufferings wero ex- 
Cruoiatil g by having to rido in an 
absolutely springleas cart diagonally 
over deep buffalo tracks. After get- 
ting on bis feet, again ho rapidly re- 
covered strength and beforo mountain 
travelling commenced was nearly 
well; but with a hand much weakened 
for life. 

By tho middle of September tbn 
party was anxiously on tho lookout 
for a 

FIRST (IMMI'MK OP VII E ROOKIF0. 
For a couple of days tho weather 
had beun thick and foggy, with oc- 



casional rain, and travelling had to bo 
done by compass. On turning out 
one fine morning with a bright sun- 
rise such a viev/ as lasts n lifetime mot 
the gaze. For an immense distance 
tho great continental backbone was 
plainly visible. Tho loftier peaks 
wore obscured by fleecy clouds; but 
the entire range almost down to the 
foothills presented an aspect nf daz- 
zling white. Although still 100 miles 
or more, as the sequel proved, from 
this mountain barrier, yet the sur- 
passing lovlmess of the morning and 
the peculiar state of the atmosphere 
gave tho impression that a good day's 
march would reach tho limit of prairie 
travelling. In ton days more, often 
obscurod by mist, but occasionally 
presenting grander and yet grander 
aspects that frowning and seemingly 
impassable wall confronted these, by 
this time, weary adventurers. Pro 
gross westward was now slow in con- 
sequence of meeting with deep rav- 
ines and water courses necessitating 
long detours to tho south in order to 
overcome them. Tho last days of 
the month found tho party camped 
near tho foothills of "Old Man Moun- 
tain," where four men wero deputed 
to find an entrance to some pass 
One of these, after swimming the 
rivor had not proceeded more than 
two or three miles along the steep 
side of tho foothill before a couple of 
Blackfeet Indians, splendidly mounted 
came riding up. Very willing to be 
taken prisoner be wont forward to 
meet his persuors. ;V word or two 
of Blackfeet and conciliating signs 
that more white men wore encamped 
below and the captive was soon be- 
hind one of the Indians and back to 
camp. During tho day several more 
Blackfeet with their women and 
children came along; and among them 
was a Kootenay, who was crossing to 
his own camp on Tobacco plains. 
This most providential event no 
doubt saved thu lives of that small 
partv of wdiites, as thoy would have 
got into the mountains with no pos- 
sible oha ce of gutting through them 
before winter and starvation would 
havo confronted them. A present of 
blankets, clothing, ammunition, a 
rifle, some tobacco and other ictus 
secured the services of thu Indian as 

GUIDE THROUGH THE ROCKIKS. 
Pack saddles, such as thoy were, 
being made, and the remains of the 
carts abandoned, the journey was 
again resumed. This cavalcade of 
tattered and dilapidated whites, and 
well-dressed, splendidly mounted and 
stalwart Blackfeet wont in a north- 
west, direction and at the end of the 
day's inarch met n much larger baud 
with their winter's supply of buffalo 
mear, consisting in nil of somo 14 or 
16 lodges. Next morning the white 
mens' horses could nowhere be found. 
After several hours unsuccessful hunt 
a reward of clothing, etc., that were 
very much needed in view of ap- 
proaching winter, secured the animals 
in short order. They had simply 
been cached with this object by a fow 
of the young bucks. 

It is difficult to imagine that tho 
sons and daughters of the noble 
specimens of aborigines who roamed 
tho prairie Ii0 years ago have become 
such a degenerated, indolent and 
dependent race of beings as tho 
Blackfeet of to-day are found to be. 
Their chief means of subsistence cut 
off by the extermination of tho buf- 
falo, it is only a question of timo for 
those children of the plains to suc- 
cumb to the same fate as has befallen 
the splendid and valuable animals 
that held undisputed possession of tho 
country in common with their tribal 
ancestors. 

Next morning the large company of 
Blackfeet started south, and thu B. 
C. overlandera west into the moun- 
tains. The trail lay on the north 
side of a rippling stream with park- 
like, grassy terraces on either side. 
A great relief was experienced in the 
change from almost interminable 
prairie with weeks of travelling with- 
out trees or shrubs into tho open 
timber and plenty of fuel for camp 
fires. On the morning of tho third 
or fourth day in tho mountains the 
party left a large- sized millstream and 
commenced some steep zigzag climb- 
ing. Unfortunately tho day was 
cloudy so that the summits wero 
obscured. The height attained, how- 
ever, was a long way short of tho \ 
snow line, as none was visible for 
thousands of foot, above the highest 
point reached. In about four hours 
the divide was passed, and a slight 
snow storm coming on camp was 
made on a stream equally as large, 
with the water 

RUSHING WEvr TO THE PACIFIC 
as the one loft in the morning which 
was hurrying away on its 2000 mile 
trip to Hudson's Bay. Six days of 
charming weather and the guide's 
c mtract ended nearly seven miles 
south of the line as fixed by observa- 
tion a few weeks previously. A 
canny Scotchman hero greeted tho 
travellers with hearty good will and 
negotiated a purchase of grizzly bear 
meat and berries, which were all that 
could be obtained at thu H. B. Co. 
log cabin trading post in his charge in 
the shape of provisions. 

An indistinct and seldom used In- 
dian trail led away in the direction of 
Colville on the Columbia; and this 
was the objective point of the expedi- 
tion. Nothing worth recording oc- 
curred for somo days, till the first 



crossing of the Kootenay had to bo 
mado by swimming tho animals and 
rafting tho packs. This work, ai'tor a 
couple of unsuccessful atteinpU f/.t 
different places, was accomplished 
during a snowstorm, by one of the 
party finding the romains of a spruco 
bark canoo and getting across in it to 
an island with a rope. One horse was 
then hauled over and tho others wero 
compelled to follow. Mounting tho 
ono with tho longest legs the wider 
but shallower part of tho river *as 
soon crossed, and tho balance of the 
day devoted to drying out prepara- 
tory to a fresh start next morning. 
Tho second ctossing at an Indian 
camp was mado without difficulty by 
tho aid of an Indian and canoe. 

At tho Pen d'Oriollo tho party di- 
vided: four crossing tho rivor for tho 
Cour d'Alono valley, and tho other 
four following tho rivor to its junc- 
tion with the Columbia at Fort Shep- 
piird. Those poor' fellows, after five 
or six weeks fearful hardships, suffer- 
ing and privation, managed to get 
through by tho aid of friendly In- 
dians, but in a terribly exhausted 
condition. Tho other four mot with 
no special difficulty through thu Cour 
d'Alono mountains and valley to 
Spokano river, except through scar- 
city of food. An Indian or two were 
found at the Roman Catholic mission, 
but the Father was away and nothing 
could ho obtained. 

NEITHER WHITES NOR RED MEN 
were met on the Spokano, and where 
this stream was struck only a dozen 
or so of small honey fish wero loft. 
Without the means now of killing 
game or catching fish tho condition of 
this small company was by no moans 
onvinblo at a distance still of 75 or 
100 miles from the Columbia and 
civilization. A day spent not far 
from where tho city of Spokano Falls 
is now located hunting the two ponies 
that wero left did not improve the 
situation. Next evening at dark the 
newly made military road to Colville 
was reached and tho party camped on 
very short commons. Ono of them 
while out in tho early morning found 
a bonanza in a handful or two of dried 
salmon skins at a recent Indian camp 
ground, and with those he continued 
on through tho night to Colville. Oil 
the afternoon of tho next day (Sun- 
day) ho reached a settler's house 
more dead than alive; but a hearty 
meal of newly baked bread and rash- 
ers of bacon soon resuscitated him. 

Being informed that a pack train 
was preparing to leave at Fort Col- 
ville for tho Seinilkamen mines on the 
following day, an effort had to bo 
made to reach that post, somo twenty 
miles distant, in time to avail himself 
of this chance of getting to Victoria 
via Kaniloops and tho Fraser. Going 
through the "Garrison Town," us it 
was then called, mado up of a com- 
pany of United States troops under 
canvas, ho was tho "observed of all 
observers." One of the "boys in 
blue" wanted to know who the over- 
lander's hatter waa, for nothing was 
left but tho lim of what was a decent 
piece of head-gear six months pre- 
viously. Another was anxious to as- 
certain whoro His boots were mado, 
as his only pedal protections wero 
rawhido moccasins of Ilia own manu- 
facture. A third was interested in 
the garment that had once been a pair 
of tweed pantaloons, but of which 
nothing was left below the knoo, and 
ndeed not very much above. A 
couple of shirts thon doing duty (all 
his stock), wero minus sleeves. The 
front and back of vest wore fastened 
together with buffalo thong. Coat 
wanting, having beon long since 
traded off to an Indian for something 
to eat. An old Scotch plaid over all 
did yeoman's service as a protection 
against almost zero weather. Thus 
clothed, or partially so, tho over- 
lander reached Fort Colville that 
Guy Fawkes' Day, '59. 

Weather sot in too severe for the 
Semilkameen route, and tho rest of the 
trip had to he made by land, as the 
Columbia was frozen solid down to 
Vancouver, Wash. Crossing the 
Cascades in those days with zero 
weather or below, with few settlers 
en route, and bad roads, or no roads 
at all, was anything but agreeable 
work. It was finally accomplished, 
however, and the overland journey 
ended, having occupied nearly 
eight months, of which more 
than live were spent in actual travel.

An Important Chapter In the History of 
Vancouver Island— The Aboriginal In 
habitants Uevlaced by the Ac- 
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ing mion upright slabs, 
difficult to understand

"Good bye, Dodd; take care of 
your charge and deliver him safely at 
Fort Rupert," said Chief Faotor 
Douglas. 

" Ayo, aye, sir, this Bide up." 
The steamer Beaver starts — armed, 
boarding nettings all right— clears 
Victoria harbor and then paddles on 
and on through Dodd's Narrows, 
Cowitcliin Gap, tho Uulf of Georgia, 
to her journey's end. Seymour Nar- 
rows were drowsy, so the Heaver 
passed through without dilliculty, al- 
though when wide awake ships had to 
remain until tho boiling, soothing cur- 
rent and whirlpools subsided, not even 
a steamer being able to overcome 
thorn. .Some distance further she 
came to a small island in tho middle 
of Johnson's Straits, tho current on 
both sides being suilioiently strong to 
make her stand still. The power of 
the Beaver and of tho current about 
balancing each other. 

" What is the name of tho island, 
captain ?" 

" By jove ! it hasn't any, and so 1 
will give it your name, as it is always 
in opposition." 

Subsequently a detached rock was 
found by H. M. S. Plumper and 
named "Speaker rock," an ollico 1 
filled at the time. 

Tho voyage and the May woathei 
wore lovely. The scenery grand anil 
wonderful then, is now and may be 
to eternity ! Hero then oxisted a 
country almost one vast fores; of tirs. 
pines and other evergreens, which had 
grown up naturally, untamed, unsub- 
dued; nevertheless governed by the 
wonderful inexplicable force which we 
call natural, constant, inexorable, 
eternal, unchangeable law, a men 
name to hide our ignorance of it:- 
nature or origin. Are law and God 
but one and the same! 

How many seeds had been wafted 
or floated from foreign places and 
taking root here, usurped the place ol 
others, altering perhaps the charactei 
of the country, which, if it could 
speak, would perhaps say, civilizing 
it. How many lesser plants have 
been destroyed, slowly, but surely, b) 
these gigantic " growths hundreds o! 
years old I Wild and savage, yet won- 
derfully lovely, t!.o scene, no sail, 
no ship bedecked the surrounding 
placid waters; vast, silent solitude, 
apparently happiness, peace and con 
tentnient reigned. Vet it these trees, 
mountains and rocks could speak 
might they not tell (as in scientific 
speech they do) of as many strife.- 
among themselves as amongst humai 
beings I 

Here am 1 and others like seed.-, 
floated from a foreign shore, bringing 
anew philosophy, power and artitical 
resulting mode of living among these 
natural men and natural forests. What 
will bo the result ? 

AT FORT RUPERT. 

"Ease her! stop her I move her 
astarnl" Tho anchor down — the 
Beaver is at Fort Rupert, not having 
during this trip struck or discovered a 
single sunken rock through, as yet, 
theso unstirveyed waters I 

A crowd of Indians; a large num- 
ber of canoes, great and small, and 
the officers of the fort, viz., Mr. Blon- 
kinsop, who had charge, and Charley 
Beardinore, his second in command, 
on tho shore. Landed — by boat; in- 
troduced — C'apt. Dodd soon falling to 
tho lot of BJenkLnsop to talk bushiest--, 
1 to Beardrhore. 

"All," says he, "you should have 
arrived yesterday and you would have 
seer, half a dozen heads on the rocks. " 

The Quocholds had been out on a 
marauding expedition, brought bach 
six heads and 3omo captives, now 
slav;s. 

" Horrible 1 " 

" Oh, you will get accustomed to it, 
for after nil it is much the same as 
civilized men do in war against their 
enemies. These Indians are'a precious 
bad lot, a terror! " 

1 learned subsequently that these 
followed a marauding business, made 
expeditions for tho sake of taking 
heads and captives of their enemies, 
the latter being valuable either for 
slaves or for ransom. As a rulo these 
woro clandestine expeditions against 
enemies (for Indians had land boun- 
daries, allies and treaties of friend 
ship, a la civilized) whom they pre 
forred catching unawares, either on 
tho water or land. 

On one occasion a band of four 
hundred men went out in many canoes, 
leaving a few hundred at home to 
guard tho camp. Returning in due 
season, not less than seventy-live hca- s 
were arranged along the shore. After 
tlioy had glutted their eyes and filled 
themselves with ecstatic enjoyment, 
the heads were taken away, the scalps 
out off and dried, pieces ol wood be- 
ing used as stretchers to make them 
of tho desired shape, viz., that of a 
skull-cap. Tho scalp havii g been re- 
moved by first making an iucisi n just 
above the eyebrow s and carried direct - 
ly round the head. (Jf course these 
caps woro kept as trophies, and 1 dale 
say may perhaps even now he pur 
chased from some of the old warriors- - 
if any of these exist. How many slaves 
woro captured is unknown, but u 
large number. But mind, thoy made 
havoc among their enemies,' or to re- 
venge some wrong. Yet those ex- 
peditions wero at leist ; nnual, so 1 
was told. 

Of course the whites thought this 
all wrong, but the Indians thought 
quito otherwise. They might have 
asked how many have boon killed in 
wars by Christians. 

Till'. INDIAN VILLAGE. 

This Rupert village contained at 
loast two thousand five hundred 
bodies, i. <'., men, women and chil- 
dren, for tho most part armed eithi r 
with their rude weapons, spears, knives 
and SO. forth, or Hudson's Hay Co.'s 
flint-lock muskets, which they had grad- 
ually obtained from traders of t he 1 1.1'.. 
Co., and wero becoming rich and so 
independent. Tho >' L )uocholds had a 
man of mature age, grizzled, wit Ii 
by no means unpleasant expres- 
sion, for chief, lie and followers oc- 
cupied the north sido of thu fori. 
Tho Queechars had n middle 
aged man, tall, dark, inoun- 
taohed and bearded, named 
Whale, for their chief, and occupied 
tho south side, together with tl o 
Clewlohis under Jaohlnn, their head 
man. The lodges abutted on the 
sidoH of tho fort pickets within a 
Stono's throw thereof, so thoy woio 
oIobo neighbors. The lodges woro of 
tho usual style — long rectanglnor 
shed-like buildings, with ridge poles, 
say from 60 to 80 feet long, and afoot 
or eighteen inches in thickness, rest- 



It seemed 
how theso 

aborigines lifted these very heavy 
pieces into their place, but when one 
of the ridge polos had to bo raised 
tho builder had a "beo" and a great 
least to celebrate and assist at tho oc- 
casion. Tho walls and roof wore 
made of cedar slabs about throo or 
four foot in width and about an inch 
in thickness. 1 saw a man reducing 
one out of a split cedar slab. Ho 
used a small rude tool somewhat like 
a cooper's adze, which he had con- 
structed. Ho chipped, chipped, 
chipped towards himself taking oil' at, 
each stroke very small pieces. Time 
being of no object the longer and 
wider tho board tho grander tho 
lodge and its owner. Not very much 
unlike ourselves. 

A canoe had been brought in in a 
rough state from the woods, looking 
like a log very roughly hollowed. A 
loan was working at this with a stone 
hammer, rough ancient tools, and 
without line, model or measure. It 
appears that they shaped the canoe by 
eye and then stretched it by placing 
it in a heap of seaweed mixed with 
heated stones, tho moist heat makin 
tho wood soft and flexible, the finishing 
touches being made afterwards. This 
tribe, however, woro not canoe build- 
ers. They, as a rulo, bought their 
canoes from other professional tribes 
and paid therefor from a couple to 
twenty blankets each, according to 
sizo and other qualities. Thoy did 
tho same when thoy wanted any 
carved work, for the Ruperts seemed 
to know nothing of carving, handi- 
craft or ground culture. Those wore 
for war, thoy being of tho warrior 
caste. 

The ground around these aristo 
cratic buildings were strewed with 
heaps of clam shells and fi-di offal. 
Phe fragrance so strong as almost lo 
require an axe to cut it. Inside th 
lodges could not be said to lie dirty 
there oxisted a lire on thu ground, the 
iinoke finding its way out through the 
roof, and around thu tire were gener- 
illy squatted some decrepit, bent, 
wrinkled, blear-eyed, witch-like old 
women and men, useless and bad tem- 
pered. A raised platform, covered 
with cedar bark, mats and bunks 
above served for sleeping places. 
Muskets, spears, boxes, dried tish and 
other articles for offense, hunting oi 
storage of food wore promiscuous!] 
placed, and things coiled up like 
snakes lay in a corner. These snakes 
wore a seaweed (fucus gigantea) made 
by some process into very strong, 
thin, flxible bottles or tubes contain- 
ing ooclachan oil. Taking the tail oi 
this coil the stinking rancid oil was 
squeezed out in quantity required to 
be eaten with dried halibut, salmon 
or other food, it serving the place of 
butter; used and enjoyed as such. 
Fresh oolachnu oil (made purposely 
for white men's uso to order), Low- 
ever, 1 subsequently found to bo not 
half bad and very useful for culinary 
purposes— Hobsbn's choice! This 
grease was an article of Indian com 
ineree (for they had trade and coin- 
inerco in various articles, such as 
dried berries in cakes, canoes, oint- 
ments and what-not) and had to be 



tribes, who had almost a monopoly of 
the article, tho tish frequenting in its 
annual migration a choice northern 
river or two (the Skeena and the 
> T aas) on almost a particular day year- 
ly. Coils of fishing lines of great 
st rength and length, made of prepared 
seaweed, and wooden tish hooks, most- 
ly used to catch halibut, could like- 
wise be seen. 

TIIK BURIAL PLACE. 
Between the houses woro very nar- 
row, dirty passages, and outside woro 
a few small huts, in which were sick 
people, it being the custom to remove 
tho sick from the lodges. Tho chiefs, 
when dead, wore put into a box as 
small as possible and placed in a tree. 
I was shown one perched like an 
eagle's nest near the top of a pine 
about a hundred feet high, and the 
branches below had been cut off as 
the depositors came down. It is said 
that this dead(?) chief came to life 
again, and that he rattled ano 
knocked for some time against the 
box in vain. No one could got up the 
tree, and so in process of time the 
sad and dismal sound ceased. Wood- 
pecker ? 

The men were a robust sot, very 
dark, their hair tied up in a bunch 
upon tho top nf the head; each one, 
and the women, too, wore little save 
tho everlasting three-and-a-half point 
blanket. Some had, however, tip- 
pets, woven and made of teazed cedar 
bark. Many had streaks of red paint 
about the face — all wero dirty and of 
dark dirty brown color and altho' un- 
tamed by no means repulsive. All 
woro beggars— and they did not al- 
ways distinguish between mourn and 
tuuin. The young women wero a 
great improvement, thoy greased 
their faces and painted themselves 
with purchased vermilion or red earth, 
with tho aid of a circular or other 
piece of looking-glass, but were 
nothing to boast of either in feature 
or fragrance. Tho hats of all won- 
made of cedar root beautifully platted 
and so closely as to bo very durable 
and impervious to rain. Children, 
undo or half naked, woro playing in 
the sun with bows and arrows, the 
latter tipped with sharp fish bone or 
blunt beaded, endeavoring to hit 
birds, shoot at marks or space. Stone 
arrow heads wero common. Indeed 
these Indians almost remembered the 
day when they had not any lire arms 
and but only these primitive weapons. 

Here then was the stone age almost 
before my eyes, and almost also 
natural, if not primitive, man. 

NATURAL .MAN. 
Here then wore natural men — as 
natural as tho forest surrounding 
them, both of whom hud grown almost 
untutored, so-called unadulterated sav- 
ages. If some philosophers had seen 
theso people thoy would have soeu 
Boineching like the stone age; have 
seen their almost sudden transition to 
a supposed higher grade, and had be- 
fore their eyes an example of how 
ono nation supplants, like trees, a 
weaker one, and how it, happens that 
in digging, primitive man's implement, 
is tho lowest ill tho soil. Doubtless 
what was soon at Fort Rupert had 
appeared in the world before, and 
perhaps umno thousands of years 
hence, aiitiquaries and philosophers 
may dig up a musket anil a Hint ar- 
row bead or stone hammer in juxta- 
position a few feet- underneath ami 

then propound some wonderful 

theory about the then unknown 
iron implement . 

The Indians almost recollected tho 
time when their forefathers had not 
lire arms, but, used bows and arrows, 
clubs, spears with flint heads or stray 
pieces of iron, in warfare; pits, nots 
and ho forth for catching door and 
wildfowls. Amongst such people as 
theso came a few of an HggreJtiive and 
ha my race. What will bo tho result'/ 
A small mountain of coal lay heaped 
in tho front of the fort. This coal 
had boon mined at Saiptash, about 
five miles south. The coal there lay 
in a scam about, a foot or more in 
thickness, only n foot or two under 
tho beach and ground, hut getting 
deeper as tho land ascended. The 
minora! was taken out by Indian* and 



whites i.i tho way they thought most 
convenient, by means of hammers, 
crowbars, etc., and altho' of good 
(juality contained too much sulphur 
»r sulphurets for many purposes, 
iveryone supposed a tremendously 
irosporous future would arrive, and 
tho Hudson's Bay Company reap a 
big harvest — destined, however, not 
to bo realized. 

It is timo, however, to ontor the 
fort. This was of rectangular shape, 
with pickets and tho usual bastions, 
liko largo dovo cots at two corners 
and a battery inside- - a minor Victoria 
A house was on each side of tho en- 
trance for trading. These made a 
sort of alley, in front and back of 
which wero gates. Tho Indians wor 
not allowed within tho fort yard, as 
in Victoria, but had to keep within 
tho space between the two gates, 
Capt. McNeil, altho' attached to In- 
dians, being timid and dubious about 
those, and indued Indians generally, 
and so preferred prudence. 

Tho buildings insido woro unfin- 
ished, the fort recently erected being 
more for tho purpose of the coal in- 
dustry than for trading— for defence, 
not offence. 

INHABITANTS or TIIK FORT. 
Mr. Blenkinsop, a courageous, 
good-natured, active, intelligent Oorn- 
ishriian, tho officer in charge, Mrs. 
Blenkinsop Mid hor mother, Mrs. Mc- 
Neil, woro there, but the captain had 
left for a time, and so the charge had 
fallen to Blenkinsop. Charley Board- 
more, second in command, was a tall, 
active, rod, curly-haired, fearless, 
onorgotic, wiry and a little harum- 
scarum, good-naturod follow, who al- 
ways carried a Rort. of shillelah. The 
fort had ship discipline, for Capt. Mc- 
Neil had.been in command of opposi- 
tion ships trading on tho coast and 
elsewhere, noted for his kind-hearted- 
ness, courage, activi y, impetuosity 
and strictness of discipline, a disci- 
pline in those days as necessary as 
woll ashore as afloat, altho' no one 
folt it, watchfulness having become a 
more habit, or second nature, by rea- 
son of being constantly surrounded 
by real or supposed dangers. 

Dwelling in tho fort were Mr. and 
Mrs. Muir, their children, wives and 
relatives, a good, kind, patriarchal 
Scotch family, and some other miners 
and their wives, mostly related, and a 
Scotch blacksmith likowise. The rest 
woro French-Canadians, Kanckas 
and a few Englishmen, who went 
thcro and' who bad come out with me 
in tho Norman Morrison a few weeks 
previously. '1 here wero about thirty 
five all told within tho fort, and a 
great deal moro of French and 
Kanaka spoken than other languages. 

Some Tsitnpsheau and Kiganee 
northern women, the wives of the 
Frenchmen, lived there also, and I 
could not help being struck 
with their superiority over the 
Fort Rupert women. They could 
uso the needle, make soap, wash, 
iron, mend clothos, prepare 
and tan leather, make moccasins, 
and, in fact, were of great domestic 
uso. They wero very clean, plump 
and comparatively fair, dressed more 
or less in European clothes. No 
wonder tho men preferred obtaining 
wives (by courtosy) from these than 
from tho rude, uneducated, untamed, 
unsavory damsels around. 

Of Hi6 Fort Simpson men 1 learned 
that they too, by frequent intercourse 
with traders, and also affected by the 
influence of the Hudson's Bay Co., 
(Mr. and Mrs. John Work, in par- 
ticular), had in seme measure become 
tamed, given up many of their bad 
practices, did not go out in w ar par- 
ties (which they wero never famous 
for), but had no objection to seize and 
rob, when they could, any parties 
who happened to be found within 
their domain, trading at the post, and 
in this way gave great trouble to the 
officers thereof, who had to get their 
customers safely away by stealth or 
stratagem. Tho Hydas, the boldest 
and bravest of warriors, wero their 
enemies, and truly called them "old 
women" and deceitful sneaks, ex 
pressing contempt for their tameness, 
degeneracy and pusillanimity, which 
the white man called improvement — a 
differenco of opinion. 

ABORIGINAL FOROEES. 

When Mr. William Manson lived at. 
Fort Simpson, he had occasion to buy 
seaweed of these Tsimpsheans, to ma- 
nure the potato patch. He hired In- 
dians and gave them a written receipt 
for every canoeful brought. The day 
of reckoning came. He wenl on 
paying the orders until he thought he 
had paid for more than he received. 
On carefully examining the papers, 
lo and behold! many of them wen- 
found to be forgeries! The 1 dians 
had imitated his writing! ( )n another 
occasion lie received a, letter from 
Eberts, the chief of tho Tongas: 
"Fleaso send mo some tobacco." 
This, too, had been copied, but he 
sent the chief the tobacco neverthe- 
less— a chief's dignity must not be 
offended. These had picked up these 
accomplishments by constant associa- 
tion with traders. 

It appears, too, that a school 
master named Edward Allan, io 
1842, had been kept at Foil 
Simpson, who educated the children 
within the fort and anyone elso who 
chose to be. What influence, how- 
ever, ho had exerted it is impossible 
to measure. Anyhow, as a matter of 
history, ho was tho tirst professional 
teacher on tho coast, andy'no one 
knows what effect a man's utterances 
may have, what a lire a little spark 
may kindle ! j 

Soon afterwards (March,'/ 1850) I 
went to an afternoon party. 
Found six or eight Tsimpsheans had 
been invited. They woro very nicely 
dressed externally iu European fash- 
ion, some reclining on cushions, otheis 
on the earpotod floor, in various atti- 
tudes, armed with a long- hand! 
spoon, made eithor of wood or horn 
of the mountain sheep or goal,, pol- 
ished and nicely carved. They formed 
a circle, in the middlo of which stoo l 
a bowl of pretty 1 still' froth, into 
which each one dropped the long 
spoon, took out a portion, put it into 
tho mouth and swallowed. ( me > 
two, however, luxuriated by throwin 
their heads backward and blowing out 
tho froth from tho moubh, drawing it 
in again, and other conjurations 
therewith. They were naturally po- 
lite and well-bohavod, chatting and 
laughing about tho nuws of the day, 
and perhaps at mo! This ill 18f>0! 
This favorite syllabub is made by 
taking some La Brno berries, with 
some sugar or molasses and a little 
water, stirring those very actively 
with tho hand or other appliance, 
until they become worked up with a 
froth liko a syllabub. It is by no 
means half bad.

.-ESTHETIC INIIIAN.H. 

Apropos of this, some years ago, a 
present of a gaudy earthenware soup 
tureen was made by B trader to a fe- 
male chiof of note (blood goes by de- 
scent on the mother's side among In- 
dians). She used it for a lebrUO howl, 
and was envied by hor rivals. A 
smart Yankee trader noted this, and 
subsequently took up utunsils the 
nearest approach in appearance bo 
could got at tho timo to this much- 
co voted one. Ho bartered thoin to 

advantage, and the purchasers, proud 



in their lodges and used thorn for 
lebruo parties, and wero now equal to 
their rival. Sho retorted, " Why, 
your bowl has only one handle and 
mine has two, and, moreover, is pret- 
tier." Another trader subsequently 
came along wi>h tho genuine coveted 
two-hanclled article, and explained 
the uso of tho oue-handlod tureen, 
and then— whew ! 

Meals were, of course, at regular 
hours, but the rations consisted of 
such things as could bo purchased 
from tho Indians (upon whom we de- 
pended) , such as wild fowl and deor, 
or fish. Flour and some other things 
were, of coiirso, imported and stored 
up. Fresh beefy mutton, chickens 
and so forth did not exist. Mails 
there were none; money, u no; 
currency, blankets, gray cot- 
ton, tobacco and so forth— all barter, 
"pro pelle cutom." 

1 was lodged 'n Beardmore's castl 
a round log house, the interstices be- 
tween clayed, about a dozen foot 
square, minus n window". Inside, 
there was a bunk on each sid 
altar in tho centre, upon which afire 
of wood burned; the floor, Dame Na 
ture, covered with a few inches of 
sea-broken, sea-washed white clam 
shells. The roof had a hole in the 
centre, which served the purpose of 
lotting out smoke and admit ting air 
light and rain— the latter pretty fro 
quently. Altogether, it was very 
comfortable, although primitive and 
unfurnished, save with arms. My 
chum being a good-hearted, racy indi 
vidual, 1 never felt better or more 
active in my life. Ah I there's lots in 
having plenty fresh air and an open 
fire of wood ' 

On Sundays the Hudson Bay Com- 
pany's Hag floated from the mast, as 
it did at the company's posts from the 
Atlantic to the Pacitie, proclaiming to 
all, civilized or otherwise, a day of 
rest. No trading or ordinary fort 
labor was done, and this bad consid- 
erable inline: ce on the Indians, who, 
doubtless, inquired why this was thus. 
Half of Saturday was likewise given 
to the men, for the purpose of allow- 
ing them to do things necessary for 
their own comfort. 

AN EARLY DAY STRIKE. 
It did not take long to gain the ac- 
quaintance and friendlines-i of the 
civilized within and tho untamed 
without the stockade. The miners 
had struck work, being dissatisfied 
with tho wild kind of provender, and, 
they said, other breaches of " their 
agreement." In fact, their anticipa- 
tions bad not boon realized. They 
expected and wanted lo be their own 
musters - uncontrolled. On account 
of striking, two or three of them had 
been imprisoned by Captain McNeill 
for a couple of days or so in the bas- 
tion and shackled, ship-discipline 
fashion, but wero now in their houses 
in idleness. Tho gold-fever contagion 
had been imbibed; thoy wanted to 
leave, and did not, mean to submit. 
They had written Governor Blauchard 
and would bring an action for false 
impriso: inent. Before this event 
could come to pass, they had de- 
swrted, as will soon be soon. 

Tho French Canadians and Kan- 
akas, all old hands, were satisfied, 
Hid at first the Englishmen appeared 
jo, but they, too, raised complaints 
about their grub and breaches of 
agreement. They said the Hudson 'h 
Day Company's agent had promised 
them plenty beef, mutton, beer, grog 
and new wine '. 1 reminded them of 
their conduct when on board the Nor- 
man Morrison; how they had at liist, 
refused to eat canned meats and 
"soup anil bouille," and had thrown 
them overboard and raised conse- 
quential disturbances, but that before 
long how they had bogged to have the 
rations of canned meats and soup re- 
stored. After a while they would 
liko the provisions they now had, but 
the grog and boor and new wine — no- 
where ! They had caught tho gold 
fever at Victoria. It was incubating. 
After a while they struck work also 
and wished to get away. Their ex- 
pectations, real or landed, had not 
been realized. Thu dissatisfaction 
and gold fever kept rising. Mr. 
Beardmore was dispatched to Victoria 
to place a statement of the state of 
affairs before Mr. Dougl -s, ho being 
agent ami tliejyfltief otlicer of the 
Hudson's BayJpSn-pany. 

During his jpsence tho disease be- 
came more airu more clear and severe, 
eacli ono inoculating the other, so that 
virtually all became affected and soon 
insubordinate. 

A liININO incident. 
These troubles were now destined 
to bo augmented and brought to a 
climax, tor during June, 1850, the 
buiquo England, Capt. Brown (sho 
had called at Victoria) arrived for a 
cargo of coal. The captain, a very 
plausible man, wai invited to dinner. 
Wine, etc., placed (pu-o and precious 
good liquor too) on the table, an un- 
usual occurrence, and only adopted 
when strangers arrived, to uphold the 
dignity of the company and to show 
oil' a little bit on these state oc- 
casions. Brown enjoyed his meal 
amazingly and remarked ho had not 
for a long while tasted such a good, 
sweet, tender beef-steakl "Beef- 
steak: Why, there is not such a 
thing within throo hundred miles. 
It's bear-steak." Turning very pal- 
lid he suddenly bolted out and put 
the contents of his receiver, wine, 
bear and all upon tho ground out- 
side ! ! He did not dine very often 
afterwards ! He could not Bear it. 
There not being any decent wharf tho 
ship took a long while to coal and 
during this period the sailors and 
captain mixed with the fort, people 
and the former, anyhow, told them ol 
the riches of California and tho gold 
lields: wondered why wo and they 
should remain in such an outlandish 
place, when fortunes could easily and 
in a short l ime, be made at the mines J 
life, beer, lovely women an , rockiest 
pleasure had. I 'poll the olticers, over 
true to their engagements, this entic- 
ing picture hud no effect, but greatly 
otherwise upon the servants, The 
men became peevish, delirious and in- 
subordinate: the condition increasing 
as tho time for the vessel's departure 
drew near and moro near. Tho men 
obtained spirituous liquors from the 
ship and frequent drunken orgies oo- 
Olirrod, during which a French Cana- 
dian would sometimes rush into the 
yard, Hap his arms, crow like a cool,, 
and challenge any ono to fight, for 
"tho cock of the walk." Lot them 
light if they please and they did 
please sometimes— -generally fair; dis- 
cipline became more and moro disre- 
garded as the fovor increased. Tho 
usual discipline was set, at naught. 
Men, aye and women, too, openly 
threatened to leave tho fort in cunoes 
if not allowed to leave in tho barque 
England, If theso loft, of course tho 
fort would bo loft very weak and al- 
most defenceless, and being ho tho 
Indians would bo tempted to attack it, 
for tho purpose of plunder, especially 
as some of them hud obtained spirit- 
uous liquors also. 

Tho Indian ehiefH woro spokun to 
and they promised not to soil thoin 
any canoes, or to tllkfS thoin away; 
the whole tribe of course became 
interested anil moro or less disturbed. 
Tho gates wero moro carefully looked

AN UNPLEASANT PROSPECT. 

Such was tho miserable slate of 
nffairs when the Boavor on her way 
north (Juno 27th, 1850,) arrived. By 
hor I received a despatch from Gov- 
ernor Bhinchurd, who hud received 
information from tho miners and 
others of tho unsatisfactory condition 
of things, asking mo to act as a jus- 
tice of the peace in and around Fort 
Rupert, because it was highly desir- 
able that thore should be a magistrate 
there, "as the i. miners and laborers 
hud shown a disposition to riot, which 
if not checked may lead to serious 
cot 'sequences, the Indians being num- 
erous, savage and treacherous." Ho 
enclosed a proclamation "warning all 
against disturbing the peace," and in 
an accompanying letter advised "that 
some of the men on whom reliance 
could be placed, should bo sworn in 
as special constables I" 

< Of course, I consented, although it 
placed mo in a very false position, 
being very like making a ship's doctor 
just ee of the pe-co iu a ship at sou! 
If the crew became mutinous, who 
was to ret — mate, magistrate or the 
captain I was advised to accept, 
otherwise if anything untoward oc- 
curred, it would bo put down to my 
refusal. Blenkinsop and I were young 
men and I was very green, ignorant 
of this new business. Accordingly in 
thu evening, supported by Capt. 
Dodd and Mr. Blenkinsop, 1 read the 
proclamation and acting ooiiitnisji6n 
before all assembled in tho fori yard, 
and afterwards asked who would 
volunteer to bo special constables / 
Not ono came forward ! Afterwards, 
although I used nil tile persuasion 1 
could, particularly with the English- 
men who had come to the country 
with me, not one would consent — 
t hey did not wish to be at variance 
with the others -in fact were all tar- 
red more or less with the same brush ! 
All in tho same bout. Yet these men 
hail been under ordinary circum- 
stances good, civil and well-behaved 
young country lads. The gold fever 
had changed them. Not a single "law 
book" save thu bible existed within 
the stockade ! And as to "law" in 
our heads precious little found place 
there. Anyhow "law" without power 
to compel obedience thereto is worse 
than useless. 

The governor also wished me to en- 
quire into disturbances which took 
place on the 7th of May (before my 
arrival.) This referred to the strike 
mid Imprisonment of the miners by 
Capt. McNeill. On the following 
iuurning, of course, many came with 
complaints. Tho miners, that their 
agreeim nt had not been fulfilled a el 
so had struck, and that some of them 
had been imprisoned, poorly fed, and 
ironed, ship discipline fashion by 
Capt. McNeill, against whom tlioy 
intended to bring an action for false 
imprisonment. Another from A. Muir 
for libel and defamation of character, 
in that Mr. Blenkinsop had accused 
him of being the instigator and ring 
leader if the disturbers in the fort 
both then and since. 

Capt. McNeill and Mr. Beardinore 
having gone to Victoria, the enquiry 
into this case was postponed. This 
did not satisfy them. Thoy wanted to 
leave at once, and intended to do ho. 
Nino Kanakas, whoso time had ex- 
pired, complained that Mr. Blenkin- 
sop would no" permit then! to leave. 
.Mr. Blenkinsop said, tho rule was. 
that the company's servants whose 
time had expired, had by their agree- 
ment to wait u til the arrival of a 
company's ship to take them away. 
This being explained to them, they 
weie recommended to await the ar- 
rival of Chief Factor Work or Mr. 
Beardinore, but to this they demur- 
red, and plainly said if not allowed 
to go in the England they would take 
canoes and go to Nesquully ( Washing- 
ton Ter.) They were equally plainly 
told they would not be allowed to 
incur the danger. They nevertheless 
bought a canoe, but Mr. Beardmore 
ret Hilling a few days later, brought 
orders that thoy bo allowed to leave. 
Capt. Brown, however, refused to 
take them as no ono would guarantee 
expenses. 

Every .nan now hud a grievance, for 
the most manufactuerd to suit his pur- 
pose; nearly the whole had tho same 
story, breach of agreement I nd not, 
the right kind i f provender and beer, 
ludc&kto judge from their tale the 
agent ofN^ie II. B. Co. in England 
had inducetk them to believe they 
would emigrate to a land flowing with 
wine, milk, honey and beer, where 
they would be nabobs, a- d live like 
□rinses. Thu truth is they all wanted 
to got to the gold fields of California. 

Now events came thick and fast — 
the story nears its tragic end. 

DESERTING TUB FORT, 
Capt. Dodd soon aftor his arrival 
complained that four men had de- 
serted at and from Victoria and were 
on board the England. He wanted 
them to return to the Beaver. I 
wont on board, searched the ship, but 
could not find thoin, and, of course, 
no one could or would tell whither 
they had gone. Oapt. Brown, how- 
ever, Bind that iib soon as the Beaver 
arrived the men left the ship, either 
on account of fear of being arrested 
or from inf nnution received of its 
probability. They had clandestinely 
stowed themselves away in his ship at 
Victoria— meaning to get to Cali- 
fornia, <>n the following day t lit; 
Beaver left on her trip i oi l h. A day 
or two afterwards I told Capt. Brown 
and the carpenter to gel, these men on 
board, as tho Beaver having deputed 
the men wero no longer wanted, and 
that to allow them to rove about was 
attended with great danger as he very 
well knew. He promised to do so. 
I have no doubt that those men wore 
afterwards su plied with victuals by 
the ship's crew; hut possibly did not, 
trust to the declaration that they weie 
no longer wanted - the more particu- 
larly as 1 was frequently on board, 
either looking for deserter* from the 
fort, or other purposes. No one 
would tell where they wore. Pour 
or live days (on July 2nd) later the 
six minersand the blacksmith deserted, 
Whither they had gone no ono would 
tell. They left, their wives behind, 
who a couple of days afterwards came 
to mo for a permission to take passage 
iii tho barque England. This being 
refused as their husbands might ro- 
turn, these wives threatened to go 
to Victoria by canoe. I offered, 
Should their husbands not return, to 
send thoin by the first trip of tho 
Beaver south. They were not open 
to persuasion, and in a couple of days 
or bo they deserted also anil wore 
housed on board tho England. This 
desertion of minors and blacksmith 
created consternation, The miners 
and blacksmith, tho latter the most 
important of tho whole having tied, 
the mining industry must coma to a 
standstill. Tho Indians and other 
men of the establishment could get 
out coal, but there being no one left 
to make or sharpen the tools, little 
could be done. Besides allowing 
thuse people to escape did not do any 
credit to tho gentleman in charge, In 
fact, the desertion was a very serious 



mutter from every point of viow. No 
ono over troubled mo about chose de- 
soiters, well knowing mo to bo hulp- 
leBS. If any men had been sent to 
find oilt their wdioroabouts and then 
arrest them, (an impossibility) the 
men instead of doing so would have 
become companions. Tho Indians 
were as spies and would often bring 
word of some ono attempting to 
escape. Of course theso desortioiiB 
increased the insubordination of the 
other sorv nts. The Indians, too, 
knowing full well tho disturbed state 
of affairs, became interested, excited 
and therefore boliovod to bo dniiger- 
ous." Yet other men attempted to 
leave. Just about this time Indians 
brought word that tlioy had soon three 
white men on an island outsido tho 
harbor, but could not recognize them. 
Considering theso man in dan- 
ger, and supposing them to be some 
of the deserting miners, Mr. Blonkin- 
s'>p asked old Whnlo, a good Quochold 
chief woll acquainted and friendly 
with tho miners, to go and induce 
them to como "buck to tho fort, pre 
ising him sonio blankets for every ono 
returning with him. Tho promise win 
made through the interpreter, a Cana- 
dian, in French, using the expression 
(par tote, i. o., per head) each one, 
This sentence afterwards became 
tortured into the sentence " 
much per head, dead or alive 
Whale returned after a few hours 
and reported tho men had loft 
the island, ho did not know whither, 
Of course ho received a present for 
his trouble. No further steps wero 
taken. 

J wrote Captain Brown about the 
men obtaining spirits and also ro 
questing hint not to give passage ti 
any deserters. Iu reply he stated 
lirst that the liquor did not come (to 
his knowledge) from bis ship. (It 
could not have been bad auywhei 
else;) secondly, that he would not 
give passage to any ono excepting 
with u written permission, but as h 
could not answer for any one eomin 
on board at night, ho advised that 
officers should bo sent on board to 
arrest any one who came and further, 
that bis votsol was now, July 6th, 
ready for sea. , "Officers I" None 
existed ! So 1 determined to go and 
stop iu the ship. But whilst there an 
Indian brought word that a tree had 
fallen at the mines and injured a 
great many people. 1 had therefore 
to go ashore in the evening soon to 
find that ho one hud been seriously 
hurt. 

MURDERED BV INDIANS. 

Early on the following morning 
'about July 7th) a rumor became cur- 
rent among tho Indians that three 
men had been murdered near Now'it- 
tee. Mr. Blenkinsop despatched a 
canoe with Jim, an Indian, to learn 
tho truth. Jim returned in a few 
hours, he having Been some canoes 
who reported that tho rumor was in- 
correct. The rumor, nevertheless, 
becoming stronger, Mr. Blenkinsop 
folt certain that a murder had been 
committed, but did not know who the 
victims might be, so ho sent Linecous, 
the fort Indian interpreter, in a canoe 
to make enquiries about tho dreaded 
affair, giving him also a letter to me, 
stating the above, and asking ino to 
advise Governor Blauchard of the 
matter per barque England, destined 
for which ship, knocking about out- 
side tho harbor, I had left the fort, 
but could not got to her on account 
of having a small canoo and tho 
weather having become bad. Sineeous 
found me in (Juatsi bay, having cap- 
tured a deserter. I gave Sineeous a 

lettertogive ariywhite men, the miners 
in particular, if ho found any, telling 
them of the believed murder, and ad- 
vising thetil to return to the fort, 
whore they would receive protection. 
I returned to tho fort, and found pro- 
found excitement. Tho deserter 1 
looked up in the bastion. 

Early the following morning (July 
10th) the ship being at anchor, but 
gel ting under way, again 1 got rjn 
board, and gave Capt. Brown letb 
to be posted in San Francisco j 
Oovoinor Blauchard, Mr. Doug 
and others, giving an account of t 
state of affairs to date. No desert' 
were on board ^save thu miners wive 
Capt. Brown had not heard of t 
rumor but said that the day previoi 
ly when ill the straits, word had be 
brought Nancy, tho Nosvittee chi 
who with several of his tribe were 
board, that his wife was sick. I 
and the whole of his poople lei 
Doubtless the messenger hud broug 
him intelligence of the murder to \ 
him and them away, the sick w 
b ing an excuse. Linecous return 
(July !'th) and reported having be 
to Newittee, a village about 
miles north from tho fort, by win 
the England must pass, where he h 
seen Andrew Muir. Tho India 
were vory hostile and threaten!) 
but denied having committed t 
murder, but said that north) 
Indians hud done so. Muir told h 
all the miners wore safu and encanq 
opposite at Suoharti; that the Nov 
toes were kind to them; that tl 
would not return to tho fort, inde 
he wrote mo u note to this effect, 
was now pretty clear that the i 
murdered were the three sailors, \ 
had unfortunately not returned 
the barque— possibly intending 
board her in the straits. 



top of the pickets. This did not dim- 
,iish our anxiety for tho safety of 
ourselves, tho fort and the proporty 
therein. The Indians, howevor, 
even under this great temptation, 
kept faithful and truo to their 
friendship ! Tho incident, however, 
had some good effoct, it cowod 
and compelled tho most valiant 
mutinoers to Have somo droad and 
rogard for their own carcasses. Some 
reason, therefore, began to tako the 
place of theii; dread, drunken and 
gold fovorish delirium, nevertheless 
this hellish anarchy continued until 
tho England was out of sight. Mr 
Beardnioro returned having com- 
pleted his enquiry in two or three 
days and reported to mo, 

TIIK DEAD BODIES FOUND. 

1 left Rupert July 11th, 8 p. in., and 
on the following day reached Newitteo 
Thoy told mo they, the Nowittees, 
had not shot the men, but that some 
Hydas or Sebassa men hud done so. 

Tho Newittees would not go with 
nic to tho pluoo but described its 
situation. I found it about four 
miles from Suchirti, and looking 
around discovered the two men. 1 
pulled them out, straightened them, 
covering thorn with brush. I loft 
them thinking tho magistrate would 
like to see the men and the place. 

From Mr. Thome, second mate of 
tho barque England, 1 made thoin 
■ ut to be Charles and George Wis- 
hart, Fred Watkins being tho man 
drowned. Both appeared shot about 
tho heart. Wishart seemed to have 
been placed upright in a hollow treo; 
both had been si ripped. 

On the following day I took a canoe, 
went to the island; found tho bodies 
of the poor follows as described; 
wrapped them in blankets, brought 
them to the fort, where thoy lay dur- 
ing tho remainder of the day, being 
identified by some who had come out 
from England with them iu tho Nor- 
man Morrison. 

The following "morning, July Kith, 
they were, with Christian rites, buried 
in the garden at the back of the fort; 
all the residents were sad and mourn- 
ful. 

I find no record whatever of any 
complaint laid before me of these men 
having come to their untimely end on 
account of tho reward offered Whale, 
the Indian chio', but 1 learned 
aftorwaids that sumo one hud written 
Oovoi nor Blauchard to that effect lat- 
er on, in fact by a canoe despatched 
to Victoria, as will bo presently 
shown. 

Of course all this east a gloom and 
dread over all, but the barque having 
gone beyond reach, the Indians, who 
colli inuod faithful and true, would 
have informed of any attempt at, run: 
niiig away. These all tendering deser- 
tion now dangerous, if not hopeless. 
Still the men. though now sober, 
would not work, but the anarchy had 
considerably lessened. It being 
doubtful whether the letters to Mr. 
Douglas and the governor sent by the 
"England" would reach their desti- 
ufltion within any reasonable period, 
and the employees being still dissatis- 
fied and restless, Mr. Blenkinsop 
three or four days alter the funeral 
determined to send Mr. Beardnioro to 
Victoria with copies iff these letters 
and my dispatches to the governor, 
they being extended to the time of 
his departure, viz., July 18, 1850, 
Now mark, my despatches to Gover- 
nor Blauchard contained Beardmore's 
accou it and tho state of affairs to 
date. He carried with him likewise 
my resignation of my acting commis- 
sioner us justice of the peace, and at 
the same time ono to Mr. Douglas, re- 
questing permission b> retire from thu 
ft. B. Co.'s service. 



AN UNFORTUNATE ERROR. 
Governor Blauchard received my 
reports carried by Beardinore, and 
letters from suine one of the fort men, 
and based upon the man's report he 
sent a despatch to the governmant 
that ma; am if tb<> >m"> *h» do 
of 
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INDIAN FRIENDSHIP, 
About 1 p.m. of this same day 
Beardmore returned from Victo 
whither he had been on business i 
nected with the fort. He immedia 
volunteered (July 11th) or 
ordered by Mr. Blenkinsop, to go 
find nil particulars about tho mm 
—and tho bodies, and offer rewi 
for their discovery and the apprel 
gioil of the murderers. He left 
wards evening in a canoe manned \ 
four Indians. The Quoeholds qffni 
almost importuned us to allow tl 
to go and niuke war upon the No 
t.ues, who thoy declared hud c 
mitted the murder, and now offi 
to go with Charley, but of course 
kind offer was declined with thai 
They were told the white men w< 
revenge themselves ere long in t 
own way, but the warriors could 
understand why wo should wail, 
they wore quite ready and eager 
thu fray -the greatest evidence 
friendship thoy could show ! 

Of course this tragedy, occurrin 
soon aftor the desertion of the mil 
increased tho dissension within 
fort; tho desiro and attempts to 
away moro determined and frequ...., 
increased by "drunkenness caused by 
the liquors obtained from tho Eng- 
land. Anarchy reignod — hell and 
earth seem mingled— mutiny within, 
a couple of thousand excited Indians 
without and around. Tho green 
Englishmen were the most refractory, 
tho Canadians and Kanakas loss 
fevered and delirious, moro ac- 
customed to fort life; loss so but still 
robollioUB, To add to the trouble, 
thu England, having had foul winds 
UlQtaliKingly continued boating about 
tho straits or anchoring within easy 
distance of the fort. But before 
Beardnioro left sho had disappeared 
and ogress prevented. Blonkiimop 
and 1 had to koop watch night and 
dny to prevent an eruption. During 
theso watches nn Indian would oc- 
casionally appear in the dusk or dawn 
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back by Mr. Douglas wan 'dis- 
patches. Accompanying him back were 
Mr. Hamilton Moffat and some men 
to reinforce or replace those whose 
time had expired, Mr. Moffat is now 
the chief officer in the Indian ollico at 
V ictoria. 

A STARTLING INCIDENT. 

On' his voyage, homo his canoe had 
boon Bred int o. Beardmore's Indians 

had encamped near an Indian hunt nr. 
Suddenly one of them, without ap- 
parent Cii use, stabbed the hunter, who, 
with belly ripped open and tho en- 
trails hanging out, ran up tho rocks 
into the bush. The assassin followed, 
shut and robbed him. So Beardinore 
and crow had to run tho gauntlet 
afterwards. Tho Indian spoken of 
waB subsequently soon at the fort 
quito wull I From Mr. Douglas ho 



Standing for a few moments on thu brought word that it was impossible 



W accede to the det.vtnds of the men 
with ro-jard to provisions — what thoy 
wanted did not exist. If tho men 
would not work thoy wore to receive 
a pound of flour per diem and to bo 
confined to tho fort. 

Tho men woro callod together and 
told of the decision. Thoy, ono and 
all, said they would work no moro 
— tho Englishmen adding they could 
not work on fish, wild animals and 
wild fowl, without beer. After a 
while the Canadians wero reasoned 
with; thoy boing old servants, and 
somo concessions boing granted by 
Blenkinsop, thoy resumed their 
duties and so did tho Kunukas, who 
woro ever found faithful, and upon 
whom for some timo previously we 
had depended, thoy being "big house 
men." 

The Englishmen hold out longer, 
but tho Canadians and Kanaka's hav- 
ing returned to duty, thoy in process 
of time and with some after trivial 
concussions, perhaps a glass of grog, 
returned also, and really thoy had 
mighty little to do or to complain of, 
their food being similar to our own. 

Tho excited state of tho Indians 
around, and tho ripping open of thu 
Indian by Beardmore's canoe man, 
frightened the men and rendered deser- 
tion moro dangerous and hopeless 
No ono would run tho risk. 

Affairs had tliUH begun to quiet 
down and became gradually settled, 
watch and word dispensed with, and 
tho Indians finding things quiet, be 
came loss interested, and now being 
believed to bo trustworthy, tho gates 
woro unlocked, ingress and egress 
made free and bo things assumed 
their wonted ship-shape, huru-drum 
style, and all around were friends 
once more, for the Indians wished to 
bo, and woro as friendly as usual. 
BEARDMORE'S CORRECTED 8TATF11ENT. 

About thu middlo of August Mr. 
Beardinore came to my room, wishing 
to correct his statement made after 
his return from Newittee. He ex- 
cused himself by saying that he had 
not given his previous statement on 
oath, and that Mr. Douglas being his 
chief he wished to place the report 
tirst before him) that the report lie 
was about t>» give was truo, and that 
it would reach Governor Blauchard at 
Victoria and would therefore amount 
to ttie same thing as if ho had 
given it before me, as I could not 
nave done anything. His amended 
report is as follows : — 

" Had very rough weather: had 
seen the England nt anchor, and the 
inato and part of the crew were 
souhding tho bar off Suchurti, whore 
thu deserting minors were encamped, 
boarded her. Capt. Brown folt. 
certain the murdered men wero the 
three from his ship. Some of the 
crew had given his (Beardmore's) 
Indian liquor and made him useless 
and he afterwards hud u lit. Reached 
the Newittees camp in Bull harbor; 
the Indians turned out armed and 
forbade mo to land, but by telling 
them I had only come to enquire and 
not to fight, thoy allowed me to go 
ishore. 1 slept at night in the lodge 
of Nancy, the chief, and whilst thore 
learned that about five nights pre- 
viously some Newittees had been out 
hunting. On their return they fell in 
with a canoe containing three white 
men. Wishing to shuw tliein^ were 
tho six other (minors) deserters wore, 
they approached. The white men 
took to land, the Nowittees followed. 
One of the white men brandished nn 
axe in a threatening manner (they had 
not any firearms) whilst another took 
a big stone, flung it at and smashed 
the Indians canoe. The Newittees 
became infuriated, fired, killed one, 
the others took to tlio bush, but were 
followed, shot and stabbed likewise, 
and then stripped and hidden in hol- 
low trees; one man thoy sunk in the 
ocean. I bo Newittees would not go 
with me to point out where the poor 
murdered men were, but gave me in- 
structions as to tho locality. I left; 
went to tho barque England to got 
some of its people ro assist ;n finding 
and to identify the mon when found, 
but tho mate and another pointed 
muskets at mo, used very violent anil 
abusive language, and one, a brother 
of one of the murdered men, threat- 
ened to jump down and be revenged, 
and being prevented said he would 
sail about for twenty years to be re- 
venged on ine and my pals. I set off, 
and with tho aid of tho Newittees' 
directions, espied an island about four 
miles from Suoharti, but on the op- 
posite sido of the straits, where 1 
found the two murdered mon, one iu 
a hollow tree, the other at ita foot 
covered with brushwood — ■ both 
stripped and shot. I did not remove 
the bodies because I thought tho jus- 
tice might wish to see them. The 
names of the murderers are Tuckshi- 
coute, Tawankstalla, Killonecaulla.'" 
Such was the account of this mur- 
der, which (account) has varied very 
little to this day among the Indians. 
Doubtloss Beardinore heard both re- 
ports, but had wheedled the true one 
out of some Indian either by pur- 
chase or a matter of confidence. 

VISIT OK CIIII-F FACTOR WORK. 

1 must hero observe tlSSt this ro 
port was not made to mo by Beard 
moro until August '-'0th, after lie re- 
turned from tho south. A couple or 
so days before Beardmore made this 
statement, viz., August 18th, Chief 
Factor John Work arrived in a ennoe 
from Fort Victoria. Tho good man 
was delighted to find things quiet, for 
ho had imagined a hell, but found a 
heaven of rest. He brought among 
other things dispatches from Governor 
Blauchard, including a proclamation 
to bo published, iu which was the 
following : 

" Whereas, certain persons have 
likely been murdered by In 
dians at Fort Rupert, which 
murders I am immediately about 
to enquire into and punish," and so 
forth, ending with the order that no 
ono should be allowed to leuvo the 
fort without an order from the magi- 
strate! 

However, thu place having become 
quiet, I merely called the people 
together, stating the contents of the 
document, which, however, as thoy 
had became good and peaceable I did 
not think necessary now to enforce, 
but w uld keep it in abeyance In a 
privatu note ■ the governor naively 
said : "Tho Queen's name is a tower 
of strength, but at Fort Rupert it ap- 
parently requires to be backed with 
the Queen's bayonets."* Not a word 
ah ut uny blame being attached to 
,tho officers either by report 
or otherwise. Ace rdjngly i i 

October the -BUino year, 18ijtl, 
II. M. S. Dud.ffmj, Capt. Wellesloy. 
arrived, having nn board Governor 
Blauchard (who by no means 1 ived 
the Hudson's Bay Co., and was not on 
the best of tonus with Mr. Douglas, 
the govornor do facto.) Ho had 
grievances also- his expectations not 
having boon realized! In duo buur n 
he inquired ilitO the causo of thu 
disaffection nt the employees, anil the 
cause ef tho murder of tho while 
njon. Tho groator number of the 
fort pooplo being the sumo an at tho 
timo of tho inuiilor, including Mr. 
Blenkinsop, myself and two Muii.>, 

father and son Michael. AH ovi- 
donco was available. Governor 
Blunchard listened to the conllic'inj; 



BbatementH. In a despatch from Fort 
Rupert, 'Jet. 22ir'„ he says : "On 
my arrival at Fort Rupert I fourjd 
that the Officer Beardnioro had givon 
a totally false, acennut of tho murder 
(seo bis lirst. report which tho gover- 
nor had received from mo) he had 
givon another report to Mr. Douglas 
at Fraser river, which 1 did not re- 
ceive until after toy arrival hero. 
Thus two conflicting statements wore 
circulation at once, which being 
traced to the same source, raised the 
suspicion of foul play and caused tho 
report formerly sent to H. M. gov- 
ernment, viz: that the employees 
openly asserted that, tlio H. B. Co.'s 
officers had instigated tho murder by 
offering a reward for the men dead or 
alive.!' 

This depatch of tho governor is 
ingenious, he let himself down ouaily. 
No doubt ho had boon misled by 
false assertions when ho wrote his 
first despatch. Ho know nothing 
then about "par tete" having been 
translated to mean " per head, 
dead or alive ! " by Muir. 
The despatch goes on to say: "De- 
positions that, have since been made 
on oath backed by the evidence of 
the interpreter, leaves no doubt of 
the murderers. After consultation it 
was therefore determined to get pos- 
session of and punish tho murderers." 
He might at. least have exonerated the 
officers, but this bo did not do — 
neither did he lodge any complaint 
against, them. Ho had doubtloss 
been hasty in his first despatch. Ho 
should have enquired tirst before 
penning such a letter. 

SEARCHING FOR TUB MURDERERS. 
It biing decided to arrest the mur- 
derers, it was thought wise to tirst 
attempt the same by civil moans — 
legal means, before resorting to force. 
According 1 was requested to no in a 
canoe with six Indians and Linecous 
us interpreter and Bottineau as con- 
stable, to the Newittee village. Ar- 
riving at the entrance we suddenly 
found the Indians, a couple of. hlill- 
llr.d or more men painted and fully 
irmed, already assembled, in a very 
excited state of motion and commo- 
tion, making a great noise and levol- 
their muskets at us; nevertheless, 
the canoe kept on until it arrived 
lose to tho beach before them, but 
did not ground. 1 stood up in the 
frail vessel ; the interpreter explained 
my errand and I demanded in tho 
name of King George, that thoy 
hould surrender the murderers. 
The chiefs said they could nut, but 
lu-o willing to pay the value of the 
urdered men in blankets, furs or 
any goods, according to their (Indian) 
□atom. Of course after somo 
talk, they were told this would not 
ind was not as they know, in nc- 
ance with the law of tho white 
men, and so us they had refused 
peaceably to surrender tho murderers 
force would have to be used and per- 
haps many would thereby sulfur. We 
then left, Indians, interpreter, con- 
stable and magistrate confessedly glad 
to get, away, not finding it by any 
means pleasant to have so in any mus- 
kets levelled .it, us by theso excited 
and untamed creatures. Bancroft's 
version of this is ii damned, malicious 
lie, like, many others in his work. 

In returning the weather became 
beastly— dense fog, drizzle, high, foul 
wind and turbulent waves. At 
length, by good luck, the Dadolus 
was reached late at night, and in uc- 
cordanco with agreement, hailed, but 
it must be privately confessed, not 
vory boisterously. Not receiving 
any response (the look out, who 
could scarcely see tho canoe through 
the drizzle, thought it contained 
Indians only.) Beiog cold, wet and 
miserable we pushed on fur the fort, 
w here a jolly lire and comfort were 
waiting to welcome us. 

KINO OEOROK MEN. 
Early the following morning Capt. 
WeUesley, in no (rood humor, ap- 
peared, and putting on tho captain 
dignity austerely enquired why I had 
not gone on board to report. ? I told 
him that 1 thought H. M. vessels al- 
ways kept a watch; had hailed but 
failing to receive an answer, had 
pushed on. Ho silently swallowed 
this unpleasant dose. Hudson's Bay 
officers required to bo treated as gen- 
tlemen. My report, as already told, 
being made, ho seemed surprised and 
Beriously said: "King George 7" 
Why, he has long been dead ! You 
should have demanded them in the 
name of Her Majesty the Quaen !" 

"Oh," said [, "these fellows know 
nothing about, K ing William or Qucon 
Victoria. King George is still the 
great chief in these regions and wo 
are all iving (ieoigo men and the 
Dadolus King George's ship !" 
THE murderers' ESCAPE, 
It being determined to Bond armed 
boats to sei/.e the inurdercra if not 
quietly surrendered, they st'Uted, but 
in tho livening, a few miles from 
tho Newittee village they lighted tires 
and encamped for the night. Early 
the following morning they were on 
the way, and entering tho village bay 
they found everything quiet ! Desir- 
ing to announce their presence to the 
sleeping foe, a big shot or two woro 
tired, but no ono appearing, the men 
landed in battle array to find the vil- 
lage empty — canoes taken away, only 
emptiness remained I Not knowing 
where oil earth or water tho Newit- 
tees had gone, the boats, after having 
practiced with BOllin shot and ahull, 
and destroyed to s-uno extent tho 
village, returned to the Dadolus and 
she a day or two afterwards left for 
the south. 

[uontly learned that when 
a Scott, somo canoes woro 
led to contain Nowittues. 
off their muskuts, so the 
Dadolus lowered her boats und sent 
them in pursuit. Tho Indians finding 
themselves about to bo beudud off, and 
having had a shot filed to bring them 
to, returned a volley, wounding three 
men a d an officer, The Indians 
then .suddenly sheered off, entering u 
channel between some islands, and ao 
got clear off. 

It, was subsequently learned that 
those Indians were not Newittees but 
peaceable Bul-bellas on their way 
south. They had fired at the ship us 
a sort of salute— but tho muskets 
contained slugs. 
A day or two afterwards Governor 

Blauchard left in a very larjfO canoe, 
manned by northern .(Kiiigauuos) 
Indians, with a voyageur supplied by 
the fori - having sunt bis despatches 
by 11. M. S, Dadolus, None of us 
over heard of II. M, government hav- 
ing have made any complaints to or 
against the Hudson's Buy Co. after- 
wards; thoy bad no reilton to do so. 

To liiiish the tale. During tho fol- 
lowing summer (1 had left Rupert ero 
this but Mr. Itlenkinsop wrote mo, 
and 1 also heard from other sources) 
tho following : 

ANOTHER .I.TVEMI'T. 

II. M. S, Daphne, Capt. Fan- 
shawe, appeared, and again bouts 
worn sent to seize thu inuroerors, On 
this occasion the Indians wero found 
in a now unit stronger position, Oil 
this occasion Mr. Mo Hat had been 
previously so d, to spy out tho loca- 
tion. Mr. Blenkinsop thin timo ac- 
companied the expedition for tho pur- 
pose of getting quiet possession of 
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tho murderers, But tho Daphne's be boiling and bubbling looked aghastl 
boats being fired upon and snrae of Drink, snid Maiison stonily. 'J'he 

Indian oboyed, aatonishod to find it 
cold. After a few minnto j , »s usu.il, 
up came a large quantity of chu gas 
be had swallowed. " By jovo," says 
Ma son with ready wit, " there's tho 
skokum at last. Tho Indian bo- 



tho Bailors (rounded, t'isy attacked, 
and soon tho Indians ran, by a nar- 
row causeway, into the woods behind 
The men-of-war's men wished bo get 
possession of this isthmus, but wcro 
too lato. Of course tho India 1 s 
woro not followed into the dense 
forest, hut tho Daphne's men set fire 
to the village and th ;;i loft. It was 
afterwards learned fi .;n tho Nowittoes 
themselves, that i n this occasion only 
one man, Chief Lookingluss, was 
killed and three wounded. Before 
the Daphuo left for tho south Gover- 
nor Blanchard ordered Mr. Blonkin- 
sop to oiler a reward for the capture 
of the murderers, and thirty blankets 
were accordingly offered for each 
murderer. Tho Nowittoes deter- 
mined now to give up the murderers 
who had caused, and would still cause, 
them much trouble 1 . They tried to do 
this clandestinely, but on attempting 
to capture them touy resisted, and so 
thoy were coolly shot, but in 
tho scuttle a promising young chief 
was killed'; It is said one 
with light colored hair escaped, and 
that a slave was killed and substituted 
for him and used in his place. 

The bodies of tho murderers were 
brought to the fort and buried 
in the back. The Nowittoes claimed 
tho reward authorized by Governor 
Blanchard; Mr, BlenkinBop would not 
pay it, but gave thorn an order upon, 
and a letter, to Governor Blanchard 
at Victoria. 

Such is the history of this miser- 
able affair, of which malicious mis- 
representations have been told affect- 
ing Her Majesty's service, the 
Hudson's Bay Co., their officers and 
myself by Bauer ft. Being still in tho 
llesh 1 thought it, my duty to give a 
correct account of the horror. The 
truth is, the sad tale is merely one 
added to the hundteds of others 
about the extraordinary, and of ton 
tragic, occurrences caused by the 
Calif or nian gold fever of 1849, and 
subsequently also during the Fraaer 
river gold foVer of I860. All at 
tacked with this fever wore delirious 
L am quite sure that Mr. Bleukinsop 
never oven thought of offering such 
a reward for anyone dead o 
alive. The accusation so preposter 
ous disproves itself, but that any man 
in a passion should say in his position 
" these deser era must be had (moan- 
ing the miners) dead or alive," is pro 
bable and human. That tho navy 
acted brutally is a lie. 

ORDKlt KBSTOKED. 

But to go back. After the England, 
the cause of all our real trouble had 
left, with tho six minors and their 
wives on board, quiet and order 
gradually returned, the K glishmen 
became accustomed to their grub »nd 
the kind of life. Now tho usual 
hum-drum ami clock-work-like rou 
tine of Hudson's Bay company forts 
appeared. Many i>f. the Englishmen 
who wont with me in the Beaver wore 
like myself, greenhorns, ami therefore 
every week were Not to practising 
Bhooting at a target; tobacco and 
what-not being the prizes. I knew 
little about, lire-arms, but had used 
the musket on other voyages at white 
boars, seals and so forth. Ice- 
bergs the musket could bit but tho 
others never. 1 1 ivna vely amusin; 
to see the mess the Englishmen mad 
of it— most nf them did not, know 
how to load or hold a musket, and 
more tha i one fell down when the 
musket kicked him. In a short time 
these difficulties —ore surmounted 
and the men became very good shots 
for practical purposes. Occasionally 
unpleasant, perhaps dangerous, rows 
with Indians or some amusing scene 
occurred. For instance, the B 
brought some horses ai d cattle; most 
of the Indians never having seen any 
turned out as tllougU to see a circus 
They squatted all around, the horses 
landed, hut the lookers-on kept 
stolid. The Kanakas took the horses, 
put a rope around the mouth by way 
of bridle, and then mounting tin 
bare-hacked steeds, made them giilloj 
about the shore. The aborigines 
could not, stand this — union of horse 
and man. They jumped up, many 
scampered away, others applauded the 
actors, in fact 11 was a scene for a cir- 



liovod, was cured from that moment, 
and Manson and Seidlitz powders be- 
came a groat magician. 

The Indians know nothing about 
medicine; their feasts are a different 
thing, but too long to describe. On 
one occasion tho usual procession of 
artificially phrensied Ind ans, with 
their guards and keepers, appeared 
imitating boars, wolves, dogs and so 
forth, a slave having a hook passed 
through the Hesb of his back, likewise 
silig driven about. A boar wanted 
to hug an Englishman who was look- 
ing on, so ho up fist and gave bruin a 
blow between tho eyes and felled him. 
We all took to tho fort at this sacril- 
ege, but, strangely tho Indians did not 
lock us up tliis tinio or take any notice 
of the occurrence 
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ikers-nn felt sorry 
I, altho' the Kanakas 
galloped their horses 
[ht-seers and so frigh- 
a, liUle. What their 
ideas may have b< en goodness only 
knows. 

INDIAN LAW. 

On another occasion nil Indian 
throw a stone at a Kanaka, who im- 
mediately look a stick and struck his 
assailant. Immediately there was an 
excitement, all the Indians turned 
out, and would bavo seized the 
Kanaka but he ran into the fort just 
in time. The gates were closed, the 
fort besieged, and as usual watch had 
to bo kept night and day. This siege 
having lasted a e mple of days, n 
parley waahold with the Indian chiefs 
from the gallery. They Said, truly 
the Indian stoned tho Kanaka and so 
did wrong; if 'be Kanaka had thrown 
a stone in return it Would have been 
all right, (an eye for Ml eye and tooth 
for tooth) but as be took a stick, this, 
according to their law, was wrong ami 
a grave insult. Result -the insult 
paid for by giving a couple of blankets, 
after which the gales woro thrown 
open and all woro friends again. 

.Such, perhaps dangerous, episodes 
were not very mfrequont, and as a rule 
were got rid of by the administration 
of the invaluable blankets, tho high- 
est current coin. Trouble was gener- 
ally occasioned by some of the fort 
people being usually tho aggressors 
in some way or other, but tho real 
danger existed in the fact that in those 
troubles tho two belligerents wore not 
allowed to settle their quarrels in a 
fair light, but all the Indians took 
part in it, The offense being appar- 
ently considered against, the tribe. 

Taking of blankets puts one in 
mind of the Indian dictum: That 
they did not fear the muskets, but, 
had great dread of the blankets of 
the white men, 

My neighbors uaod tn bother rne 
for medicines; so to please them 1 
made an infiisio i of Lo brue berries 
and gave it. tlicni by tho bottle— it 
was cheap and unpleasant, but, tho 
patients had great faith in it - it did 
(hem so much good! Unfortunately 
ono o occasion, in decanting, some of 
the berries went into tho bottle. Tin- 
Indians found them, learned the 
secret, a d then thoy lost faith— the 
medicine did them i.o more good. 
My BUCCOBSor did in. I fare so well. III! 
had lo pay because ail Indian patient, 
died after having taken a dosoof salts. 

Everybody knows now, that when 
an Indian falls ill he is believed to be 
possessed of an evil spirit or be- 
witched. Obief Factor ManBon hud 
a very useful Indian who became 
possessed. He took all tho medicines, 
peppermont, Turlington's balsam, 
jolap, salts and emetics, in the fort, 
but they could not, dislodge tho 
wicked "skokum." Mansou had n 
few Seidlitz powders for his own uso, 
but in despair ho determined to give 
his servant ono. Ho mixed the pon- 
ders in tho usual uinnner, called tho 
man, then mixed the two tuiilblera lo- 
gotlior, and told tho Indian to drink 
quickly, but tho Inttur believing it to 



INDIAN BITE AMI TRADITIONS. 

I never saw anything cannabalistic 
at these orgies save perhaps arm bit- 
ing or tricks imitating the animal 
represented. 1 inn told that on one 
occasion a slave was seuu to be killed 
with an a.xo, his body divided anil 
thon men wolves, men dogs and so 
forth seized the flesh, the warm blood 
dropping therefrom, biting and tear- 
ing tho severed parts with their 
teeth, mouth and face covered with 
blood and foam, loathsome, harrowing 
and ghastly to behold. They did not 
swallow the flesh, (there is no 
ovidonco of their over having been 
cannibals in the proper sense of the 
term) and yet these people believed in 
a hereafter, where they would be at 
rest, waited upon by slaves and 
women. On one occasion an Indian 
obseri ed to me, "see that little boy, 
he will bo a great chief, his great 
grandfather (or some ancient rela ive) 
was a very groat chief and was shot 
the hip; this boy has a similar 
mark in the sumo place, and we be- 
lieve tho spirit of the old chief to be 
in him returned to us again." 

Whether their belief had any good 
or evil effect on their conduct in this 
life is a conundrum, perhaps it made 
them, if possible, braver. 1 do not 
think thoy had any religious belief, 
possibly the mysterious medicine 
feasts and ceremonies occupied its 
place and thu medicine men who 
exorcised for tho cure of disease oc- 
cupied tho place of priests and doc- 
tors. Yet these Indians had their 
own unwritten traditional code of 
laws; offences were punished, tines 
levied and a murderer abhorred — 
that is to say one who murdered one 
of Iub own i r friendly tribe; war of 
course not being considered murder- 
ous. As a rule these people were 
orderly; peace reigned in their vil- 
lages. To friends and friendly 
tribes, friendly; to enemies no 
mercy. Yet among these people 
we walked and roamed and 
certainly, after having become aeous- 
t mod to them felt less fear of molest- 
ation than 1 had often experienced 
when traversing tho slums of London. 
If danger existed some one would let 

io know. Indeed, ttieso Indians 
were peaceable and better conducted 
than many of the inhabitants of min- 
ing or frontier towns; we trusted our- 
selves to them in canoes, on land, on 
journeys to tho interior, whether for 
hunting or business. They were 
faithful to the trust ! No one ever 
wont a journey without them, partly 
for safely, partly for guidance. Still 

1 do n t think strangers would have- 
been safe. Indians are like other 
people — some good, some bad, and 
very many occupy the intermediate 
grades. Living among natural pe pie 
ono gets naturalized and imbibes a 
good many of their natural concep- 
tions, in c ntradistinction to some of 
our civilized artilicial and inculcated 
social and legal principles of right 
and wrong. In fact become in- 
dianized ! There seems to bo in man 
a tendency -to return to a natural 
state and its concomitants, when 
tho latter suit his purpose ! Mission- 
aries and others had better take note 
of this and examine themselves and 
their utterances. 

ARRIVAL OF CAI'T. BKOTCHIE. 

During tha summer Capt. Brotchie 
appeared on the scene. He was a 
portly, good-natured, even-tempered 
man. His ship, tho Albion, had 
been Buized and confiscated by 
Americana at Dungeness whilst tak- 
ing out and getting in a cargo of 
spars, I believe without a license. 
The AsllburtOll treaty had been re- 
cently signed and probably t here was 
not an organized government in 
what is now Washington state. At 
Fort Ituport ho commenced getting 
out spars — splendid ones from 120 
feet in length and 40 inches in the 
butt as well as smaller ones, but after 
be had them cut and trimmed, a ship 
could not bo had to take them away. 
Ho employed Indians and they soon 
liked him very much. Wishing to 
build a boat ho made a steam chest 
built of whip-sawn plank and took 
some time in thinking over and turn- 
[> uso any stray material ho 
could find for the purpose. The 
Indians wonderingly watched. At 
b, the cheat completed, plank 
put in and steamed, and when cooked 
sufficiently, turned out and bi nt to 
suit. The Indians then said, Capt. 
Brotchie, if you hud told us w hat 
you wanted, we would have done all 
this for you, "How I" We would 
ive burled the plank in sea weed 
and then put heated stones in and 
around tho Bamo as we do wit h our 
canoes to stretch them. You white 
men know nothing ! You can't 
manage B canoe and you can't, lish 
for your own grub; we have to do it 
for you, poor things. Considerable 
truth in this. Thoy considered 
tbomsolvcs in many respects superior 
to tho civilized men. Bye and bye 
the U. S. Massachusetts called for 
coal. Major (ioldsborough, a very 
tall, heavy, jnjly sort of man, clearly 
tho offspring of English, walked 
about with a pine staff nearly as long 
as a small mast, having a spike at the 
ndj which ho planted outside the 
place ho visited. Phillips, the doctor, 
f course lnndo to me and we bar 
gained and swapped books. I remem- 
ber ill the end telling him I thought 
far bettor and differently of the Yan- 
kees than heretofore. Fifty year* 
ago the Americans occupied a very 
I liferent position lo what, thoy do 
now. Ridicule being their lot, I 
Capt. Knox, a heavon-bofii seaman 
and pilot, very active and energetic 
when on duty, a good follow whon off, 
determined to take the Massachusetts 
to tho mine. He had discovered op- 
posite tho mmo a lino of sea- 
weed, which acted as a break- 
water, nearly converting the open 
roadstead into a harbor, After 
coaling shu lufl and wo felt sorry at 
parting with hor genial, unfrilled cili- 
ce rs. 

The following yonr Mr. Mini 's place 
was taken by Mr. DuiiBiiiuir, who 
came from Scotland for tho Hudson's 
liny On, ; but after a while Nanaimo 
came to tho fore and Rupert sank. 

THR INDIAN XRIBBS. 

During my stay 1 saw natural men 



from the many wild tribes round 
about, including thfl artificially sugar- 
loaf shaped heads of bho West coast 
The northern people were more or 
less tamod and differed strikingly in 
language, physique and other quail 
ties from those around and south of 
us. They appearod a different race, 
partly by cultivation, i. c, associating 
with tnidors, and so somewhat effe- 
minated or civilized. The lino of 
demarcation north appeared to com- 
mence about Bolla Bella, from 
there to Seymour Narrows, (Enculas) 
as well as on oast and west coast 
of Vancouver Island, as tho main, 
wild, untamed people, liko those at 
Rupert existed, boiiio a little worse or 
a little bettor, in our and their sense 
of the term, depending in some 
muasuro on tho strength of the band. 
In fact 1 was lod to the conclusion 
that altho' all belonged to tho human 
family, there wore different breeds, 
just tho same as thore are different 
varieties and breeds of dogs, each 
kind being notod for some particular 
quality, or being easily trained for 
domestic, hunting, (oven men) or 
other purposes. 

The Ruperts soemod to havo more 
of wolf than spauiol_quiilities. In a 
civilized sense thpy were a shocking 
bad lot, but after becoming ac- 
quainted one found in them much to 
admire, their manliness, boldness, 
bravery, war tendencies and aggres- 
siveness being jtut what we admire La 
our own countrymen and 
costers. Their conduct to Lhsir 
friends and tho peaceful condition of 
villages, their faithfulness, must 
comu in for a big sharo of praise. 
Untamed, thoy were open and intel- 
ligent, not sneaks. Thoy had plonty 
to eat, homos to live in, fire and 
clothing; in fact woro provident, 
self-reliant, as so far well to do. Have 
civilized much more I 

Thoy, liko the squirrels, laid up 
stores of dried lish for winter use, but 
for this there was no very groat ne- 
cessity, being ablu to obtain fish all 
tho year round, lish being for the 
most part their provender. They 
were line-spirited animals, and as 
such much to bo admired. Tho mis- 
sionaries subsequently tried to chris- 
tianize them, but in vain; yet in a 
measure, by intercourse with tho 
whites, they became tamed. Itsooms, 
indeed, that intercourse with the 
whites is and has been tho chief source 
of primitive civilization; for, doubt- 
Jess, for some reason or other, profit 
or belief in their superiority, tho In- 
dians Liked and loved to associate with 
white men and to bo among them, 
and do to this day. If this bo not 
the explanation, white men must have 
possessed charmed lives,

Whilst, however, this intercourse 
taiued them, the diseases imported 
and accompanying the waifs and strays 
killed them before their religious phi- 
losophy had much effect. .Smallpox, 
measles, scarlatina, syphilis being fre- 
quently fatal, however much care bo 
taken. All men must die. These 
Indians obeyed the mandate perhaps 
a li tlj earlier than they otherwise 
might. The diseases, however, not 
only killed many, but likewise made 
the living diseased, nnd rendered the 
women barton or their offspring, if 
any, incapable, for tho most part, of 
living; and this is the real and true 
reason of their disappearance. Whis- 
ky may havo killed its tons, but im- 
ported disease its hundreds. So it 
comes that the waifs and strays wafted 
to theso shores, bringing a religion 
for saving tho soul, likewise brought 
diseases destroying tho body; tho lat- 
ter taking effect before the former. 
This is the result. Socially, prob- 
ably, their death is of little conse- 
quence; politically, it may bo of 
more importance, although it does 
not seem as though thoy wore in- 
tended to set tho world on firo; yet 
for the time boing they were the best 
inhabitants of this wild country, very 
useful and productive. By technical 
education, these good properties may 
be fostered. Now these Indians 
travel hundreds of miles, seeking em- 
ployment, or are engaged for hop- 
picking in United States territory, or 
in lumber mills, minas and fisheries 
in our own laud, earning as a rule 
about $2 per diem, when employed. 
Nevertheless, thoy are Indians still. 
The breed remains, and will requiro a 
great deal of crossing to mako a su- 
perior raco. The British have been 
through tho process, but the pure 
breed is doomod. 



represented also. Who represents the 
honest fidelity of tho unsophisticated 
pure Indiani 

Where, thon, is our boasted civili- 
zation? Is it not in many instances 
merely an exaggeration of what wo 
blame in the Indian tho natural man/ 
Man is still a savagu — a professed 
Christian one; but ho has bent and 
warped tho Christian philosophy to 
suit his savagery, but not changed 
his Bavagery to suit tho philosophy. 
Now I look around and numerous are 
the waifs and strays — tho civilized in- 
vaders; forests havo disappeared, civ- 
ilized off tho face of the land; other 
kinds of vegetation requiring artificial 
caro havo been planted in their stoad; 
the earth has been subdued and rob- 
bed ruthlessly, made tho slave of man 
and treated as such. 

Such is tho result of the advent of 
the waifs and strays. Tho answer to 
the question I asked myself forty 
years ago, whoro once tho aborigines 
woro omnipotent tho civilized man 
now reigns and will bo obeyed: The 
survival of the fittest.

The next day I started for Victoriu 
in n canoe, with half a dozen Indiana, 
under charge of a French Canadian, 
Basil Bakmeau, with grub, a bottle of 
brandy and a few rush mats. 

1 left, not without many regrets, 
for everybody had boen kind to me, 
and bad become friends with the In- 
dians, and, I think, an adopted chief. 
By this time, however, Rupert had 
become a place of secondary impor- 
t ance. 

We Btarted. All wont well. The 
weather was dirty, but wo arrived 
safely at Victoria as related last Now 
Year.

I look back: the fort dismantled. 
Of the three thousand Indians not 
three hundred remain; and those, 
iiow changed, how fallen 1 Tho old 
men itied as thoy lived, bold, bravo, 
open, dauntless warriors. Efforts 
were made to plant a civilized soul in 
them, but it rooted not. May thoy 
enjoy their ideal, luxurious bliss, 
peace and repose, for thoy know no 
sin. Doathanddesolation stares one in 
the face where an Indian city of 
thousands a few years ago stood ; 
who maintained themselves. None 
of the waifs and strays oo- 
cupy their place. Civilization 
crushes ruthlessly all that is natural 
and plants the artilicial; fornsts and 
men civilized off the face of tho earth, 
and yet, on looking around, tho civil 
ized are found to bo but savages; tho 
natural man covered with sheep's 
clothing. Civilization proceods upon 
nature's lines exaggerated, painted, 
tinselled and adorned, 1 see the war 
canoe become tho "ironclad ship of 
war," the Indian warriors represent- 
ed by disciplined sailors and soldiers: 
tho camp resembles tho Indians at 
home. Those like tho Indians are 
defenders of their country, ready 
at tho same time to in- 
vade other's territory. Instead 
of small triboa 1 see largo na- 
tions — instead of small parties I soo 
legions of soldiers. Instead of a fow 
heads and slaves boing taken, I learn 
of thousands upon thousands slaugh 
teredl What hypocrites wo are. 
Wo call it "glory, honor." I boo 
gorgeous churches with choirs and 
chants representing tho exorcists. 
Sidu by side with these warriors bloat- 
ing their flag and praying for victory 
aro seen Christian ministers. Chiofs 
are represented too, not oovored with 
a simple blanket, but clad in fanoy 
vestments; Indian foaats and insrri- 
agos become the gorgeous ceremonies 
of today; murders, lying, cheating, 
and nil other vices aro certainly fully 



A MONTREAL STORY.

THB COAL Y.1ELI). 

The Total Output nf the Year Is 648,508 
Tons-Value, $2,408,263. 

The coal output of the Vancouver 
Island mines is largely iu excess of 
any previous year. They supply tho 
province and arc one of the chief 
and most valued sources of supply 
fcir the San Francisco market, Tho 
average ju ice obtained for coal (luring 
the year is considerably less than ill 
1888, but a fair profit has been real- 
ized. The Wellington and Vancouver 
collieries have extended their opera' 
tioiis, the former having sunk a new 
shaft and found abundant coal of su- 
perior quality. The New Vancou- 
ver Coal Co. have prospected exten- 
sively during the year, and have re- 
cently put a shaft down to thu famed 
Wellington seam and found coal of 
good quality, It, is their intention to 
put this coal on the market during 
the first week ol tho now year. Tho 
Union Collieries Co. havo employed a 
large fore i of men in opening up their 
mines at Union Bay, near Comox, the 
first cargo of which was shipped in 
the collier San Mateo to San Francis- 
co on duly 1st. The coal is of lino 
quality, of a harder nature than tho 
Wellington coal. L'p to the present 
time the coal has not been found in 
as extensive quantity as desired. Bor- 
ings, however, have been made in 
various parts of the valley, and a good 
seam located, to which a shaft is now 
being sunk. A large number of veins 
of coal have been located, one of 
twelve inches proving to be excellent 
blacksmith coal. It is expected that 
early in the year the property will bo 
opened up sufficiently to permit the 
mining of a large quantity 6f coal, tho 
company being under contract to tho 
Southern Pacific R.R. Co, to furnish 
to them '-',000 tons of opal per day. 
From the Mast Wellington Colliery no 
particulars have been learned. 

The taking out of coal at tho four 
collieries has continued almost unin- 
terruptedly during the year, the only 
serious accident being tho liring of 
the Mast Wellington shaft, wdiilo at 
Wellington a threatened strike wits 
warded oil by t he good management 
dft.be late Hon. K. Dunamuir. 

The total output of the mines for 
the year, estimating that of liast 
Wellington at 35,000, is 548,503 tons, 
of which the Wellington initios fur- 
nished nearly 50 per cent. Placing 
the value at $4.50 per ton at tho pit- 
mouth, the output represents $2,-l(J8, 
253. The mines give employment to 
over 2,301) moil.

In the Now Year issue of The 
Colonist for 188!), it was estimated 
that thu building operations for the 
ensuing year would total up fully a 
million dollars. It it gratifying to 
know that such has proved to be 
the easo and that a careful enquiry 
from architects and a canvas of tho 
city shows that tho building opera- i 
tinus for the past year represent in 
value tho handsome figure of $1,045,'- 
500. 

Tho buildings erected, both resi- 
dential and business, have boen of a 
butter class of arch tecturo than here- 
tofore, and of course of a more costly 
character. First and foremost among 
tho residences stand out what has 
been appropriately called "Dunsmuir 
Castle," situated on Fort stroot, und 
commanding a view of mountain, 
valley, water and island unequalled 
anywhere in tho world. Tho building 
is of grey Gobble Hill stone, the 
interior being handsomely finished. 
W hen completed it will have cost 
about §500,000, and is among tho 
finest residences on the continent. 
There havo boen a number of resi- 
dences erected costing from §10,000 
to §25,000, among them are that 
of Mr. A. .). Macaulay, on the Dallas 
road, a handsome Queen Anne house; 
Mr. A. A. Green's residence on 
Belcher street, a substantial and 
roomy mansion; Mr. N. P. Snowden's 
palatial house facing Victoria Arm, of 
the Elizabethan style of architecture. 
Handsome residences costing from 
§5,000 to $8,000 are numerous. 

The RoyalJubilee Hospital and St 
Andrew's Church are the chief 
building erected during the year. Thu 
hospital is on the pavilion plan, and 
has been pronounced by authorities 
to be one of the best in Canada. The 
architect was Mr. John Teague. St. 
Andrew's Church is a magnificent 
structure, occupying a command!

Al- 
ready plans have been prepared for a 
numerous array of costly buildings. 
The Pandora street Methodist church 
will erect an odilice costing not leBs 
than $60,000 on the comer of Pan- 
dora and Quadra streets. St. An- 
drew's (K. 0. ) congregation will erect 
a handsome cathodral costing in the 
neighborhood of §75,000. Three and 
four-story brick blocks will be put 
up at the corner of Government and 
Port streets, at the corner of Gov- 
ernment and Brought on streets, at 
tho corner of Douglas and View 
streets, at the corner of Johnson and 
Government streets, at the corner of 
Yates and Waddington Alley; and 
similar buildings will replace primi- 
tive structures on Government, Yates, 
Fort, .Johnson and Douglas streets. 
Besides these it is believed that the 
Canada Wes ern Hotel Co. will begin 
the construction of a hotel costing 
$150,000; and tho proprietors of the 
Driard have staled their intention to 
erect a seven-story addition to their 
hotel, facing oil View street. The 
Mfc. Royal Milling Co. will add a flour 
mill and warehouse to their present 
rice mill, and it is also within thu 
possibilities that the buiildings for a 
sugar refinery will be commenced 
during tho year. Residential im- 
provements promise to be more num- 
erous than during 1888, for, notwith- 
standing the great number of houses 
erect- d in the past year, there is not 
n vacant habitable house within the 
city. 

Having ventured n prediction at 
the beginning of 1888, we will again 
run the risk of being called a false 
prophet by estimating that the build- 
ing operations of 1800 will foot up to 
over a million and a quarter dollars.

THE E8QU1MALT DRY LOCK 

To be Lengthened for tho Accommodation 
or the New Mall Steamers of the 
0. P. R. Co. 

The United Service Gazette notes 
that the Imperial Government will 
shortly be asked to contribute to the 
cost of lengthening the graving dock at 
Esquimalt, British Columbia. The 
amount originally granted by parlia- 
ment for tho construction of this dock 
was £50,000. and now another .£10,000, 
being just half the sum needed for this 
work, is applied for. It has been dis- 
covered that the dock, which is only 
i;iO feet iu length, will not bo nearly 
long enough for tho mail steamers which 

i he Canadian Pacific Railway Company 

are constructing, and as the Imperial 
Government is greatly interested in the 
new mail service it is thought that they 
w'M not unwillingly subsidize the im- 
provement of the Esquimalt dock. If 
the proposed work is curried out the 
dock will be, without exception, the 
linest on the pacific coaBt.
